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LEGISLATION  OF  PLANNING  SIGNIFICANCE  ENACTED  DUPING  19A3 


The  following  is  a  selected  summary  of  legislation  enacted  during 
the  19^3  session  of  the  Maryland  Legislature  which  has  war  and  post-war 
planning  significance. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  present  to  those  interested  in 
this  subject  a  prospectus  of  planning  legislation,  in  abbreviated  form. 
No  attempt  was  made  in  this  siumnary  to  ano,lyze  the  social,  financial  or 
economic  implications  of  these  Acts. 

Several  of  the  more  important  Acts,  enacted  during  this  session, 
are  included  in  full  in  the  Appendices  of  this  report. 

Chapter  19  -  CONDITIONS  UNDER  ?.'HICH  DEFENSE  HOUSING  iMY  BE  UNDERTAKEN  BY 
HOUSING  AUTHORrriES 

Extends  the  period  during  which  Housing  Authorities  may 
exercise  existing  authority  for  slum  clearance  and  as 
agent  for  the  Federal  Government  for  the  construction  of 
defense  housing  to  June  1,  19A5. 

Chapter  56  -  PROCEDURE  RmULATING  THE  OPENING,  CLOSING,  OR  ALTERING  ROADS 
IN  THE  SEVERAL  COUOTIES 

Procedure  is  established  by  which  citizens  of  any  coiinty 
may  petition  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  respective 
counties  for  the  opening,  altering,  or  closing  of  any 
road  in  tht  county. 

Chapter  58  -  STATE  ROADS  COi'/t-iISSION  TO  PURCHASE,  VvITHOUT  BID,  WHERE  CONTRACT 
AMOUNTS  TO  LESS  THAN  B,000 

The  State  Roads  Coim/iission's  authority  is  extended  to  per- 
jTiit  purchases  of  labor  and  material  by  direct  negotiation, 
and  without  bid,  where  estjjoated  cost  Is  less  than  t3j000. 

Chapter  60  -  STATE  ROADS  COffellSSION  TO  i..iAINTAIN  BRIDGE  OVER  CHESTER  RIVER 
BETVffiEi^l  IlEHT  AND  QUEElM  ANNE'S  COUNTIES 

The  State  Roads  Comirdssion  is  authorized  to  taice  over  and 
maintain,  as  part  of  the  State  highv/ay  system,  the  bridge 
across  the  Chester  River  which  connects  Kent  and  Queen 
Anne's  counties. 
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Chapter  62  -  AUTHORIZES  THE  iviONTGOMERY  COUNTY  COICISSIONERS  TO  EXTEITO 
CERTAIN  PUBLIC  SER.VICES 

The  County  Commissioners  of  Montgomery  County  are  author- 
ized to  designate  certain  areas  in  the  Fifth,  Seventh, 
Tenth  and  Thirteenth  Election  Districts  of  Montgomery 
County  as  special  suburban  improvement  districts  in  which 
the  County  Commissioners  shall  have  the  povrer  to  install 
streets,  sidewallcs,  street  and  highway  paving,  and  street 
lighting. 

Empowers  the  County  Commissioners  to  levy  special  ad  valorem 
tsjces  in  the  districts  so  dcsiffnated  to  finance  the  mainte- 
.  nance  and  administration  thereof,  including  the  maintenance 
of  street  lighting.  Also  special  assessments  to  be  imposed 
and  collected  against  abutting  property  specially  benefited. 

Authorizes  the  County  Commissioners  to  enact  suitable  reso- 
lutions for  the  proper  administration  of  such  districts  and 
to  place  such  administration  in  the  hands  of  the  District 
Counsel  of  the  Montgomery  County  Suburban  District. 


Chapter  75  -  AUTHORIZES  THE  MONTGOil'ERY  COUI'ITY  C  (^£'11  SSI  ONERS  TO  APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS  FOR  CIVILIAN  DEFENSE 

The  County  Commissioners  of  Montgomei-y  County  are  author- 
ized to  appropriate  the  necessary  funds  for  civilian  de- 
fense in  time  of  actual  or  pending  v>rar,  insurrection, riot 
or  other  emergencies  such  as  flood,  fires,  disasters  or 
epideiTiics  of  disease. 

No  limitation  was  placed  on  the  amount  of  funds  so  appro- 
priated, other  than  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  property  in 
the  County  may  be  subject  to  taxation  for  the  payment  of 
such  funds. 


Chapter  76  -  COUNTY  ROADS  ENGINEER  FOR  HARFORD  COUNTY 

Provision  is  made  for  the  appointment  of  a  County  Roads 
Engineer  for  Harford  County,  to  be  responsible  to  the 
County  Commissioners  for  the  construction  and  development 
of  roads  for  the  County. 


Chapter  7S  -  STATE  AND  POLITICAL  SUB-DIVISIONS  i"I/.Y  INVEST  PENSION  AND 
RETIREIvENT  FUNDS  IN  UNITED  STATES  SECURITIES 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  lav/  or  ordinance  to  the 
contrary,  the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  the  County  Commission- 
ers of  each  county  and  the  chief  fiscal  or  administrative 
officer  or  governing  body  of  each  municipality,  town, public 
body  corporate,  school, road,  drainage, improvement, construc- 
tion or  soil  conservation  district  or  cominission  in  the 
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Stat'i,  including  the  Upper  Potomac  River  Commission,  the 
State  Roads  Coraiiiission,  County  School  Boards,  in  charge  of 
any  pension  or  retirement  system  or  fund,  are  authorized 
and  empowered  to  invest,  reinvest  all  unexpended  or  surplus 
moneys  in  any  fund  or  account  in  bonds  or  other  obligations 
for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of  which  the 
faith  and  credit  of  the  United  States  of  America  are 
pledged,  and  to  sell  the  same. 

All  investments  made  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this 
Act  are  hereby  legalized,  validated,  ratified  and  confirm- 
ed, notwithstsjiding  the  absence  of  statutory  authority 
therefor  or  any  inconsistent  provision  of  the  law. 

Chapter  86  -  CERTAIN  QUEEN  ANNE'S  COUI^TY  ROADS  TO  BE  MINTAINED  BY  THE 
STATE  ROADS  COMMISSION 

All  roads  in  Queen  Anne's  County,  regardless  of  width, 
which  were  maintained  as  a  County  Road  by  the  County 
Com..iissioners  and  the  County  Road  Engineer,  before  the 
State  Roads  Commission  was  directed  to  maintain  Queen 
Anne's  County  roads  and  which  have  not  been  legally  closed 
or  abandoned  by  the  proper  County  authorities,  shall  be 
considered  as  a  County  road  of  Queen  Anne's  County  and 
shall  be  maintained  by  the  State  Roads  Commission  as  part 
of  the  Queen  Anne's  County  road  system  upon  the  request 
of  the  County  Commissioners. 


Chapter  100  -  STATE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  MY  ACCEPT  FEDSR/,L  APPROPRIATIONS 

The  State  Board  of  Education  is  authorized  to  accept  for 
the  State  of  Maryland  any  appropriation  of  money  for  any 
educationa.1  purpose  vAiich  nay  hereinafter  be  made  avail- 
able by  any  Act  or  Acts  of  Congress.  The  State  Board  of 
Education  shall  be  constituted  the  legal  authority  for  the 
expenditure  and  administration  of  such  funds. 

Chapter  1^1  -  ESTABLISHING  WATER  RATES  FOR  SALISBURY,  FvlCOMICO  COUNTY 

Provides  for  the  establishment  of  service  rates,  water 
rents  or  charges  against  all  properties  having  water 
connection.  The  revenue  is  to  be  used  for  maintaining, 
repairing  and  operating  its  v/ater  supply,  sewerage  and 
drainage  system,  including  overhead  expense  and  proper 
depreciation,  and  for  the  payment  of  principal  and 
interest  on  bonds  issued  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Salisbury. 
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Cho^pter  lU  -   POLITICAL  SUB-DIVISIONS  IvlAY  ISSUE  BONDS  TO  PARTICIPATE  IN 
FEDERAL  PUBLIC  WORKS  PR0C31/.MS 

This  Act  extends  the  period  of  time  to  June  1,  19A5j  dur- 
ing which  political  sub-divisions  of  the  State  may  issue 
bonds  or  other  obligations  so  as  to  enable  participation 
in  Federal  Government  works  programs  virhich  may  hereafter 
be  initiated.   The  purpose  being  to  encourage  public  works 
to  reduce  unemployment  and  thereby  assist  in  the  national 
readjustment  and  to  promote  the  public  welfare. 

The  provisions  of  this  Act  are  applicable  to  public  Y/orks 
made  necessary  by  and  connected  v\fith  the  prosecution  of 
the  war,  and  also  for  post-war  reconstruction  and  adjust- 
ment . 

Thv.  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  in  addition  and  sup- 
plemental to  the  powers  novf   existent  notwithstanding  any 
other  provisions  to  thi^  contrary  contained  in  any  other 
lav; . 

(See  Appendices  for  copy  of  Act) 

Chapter  170  -  ESTABLISHME^JT  OF  ClffiONIC  DISEASE  AND  INFIRi^fiARY  HOSPITALS 

This  Act  authorizes  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  establish 
two  institutions  for  needy  persons  from  the  various  coun- 
ties and  Baltimore  City  virho  require  medical,  nursing  or 
custodial  care  by  reason  of  chronic  illness  or  infirmity. 
One  of  these  hospitals  shall  be  located  in  one  of  the  nine 
counties  of  the  Ea^stern  Shore  and  the  other  in  one  of  the 
fourteen  counties  of  the  Vfestern  Shore,  at  points  to  be 
selected  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

Each  institution  sha.ll  contain  t¥ro  sections,  one  of  v/hich 
shall  be  a  chronic  hospital  and  the  other  an  infirmary, 
and  proper  provision  for  both  the  Virhite  and  colored  races 
shall  be  made  therein. 

Admission  to  the  chronic  hospital  and  infirmary  shall  be 
made  on  the  basis  of  a  statement  by  a  physician  who,  after 
examination,  finds  that  the  patient  is  in  need  of  chronic 
hospital  or  infirmary  cire,  and  of  a  further  statement  by 
the  local  County  Welfare  Board  or  the  Department  of  Wel- 
fare of  Baltimore  City  that  the  patient  is  unable  to  pay 
for  the  cost  of  his  or  her  care.   Final  arrangements  for 
admission  shall  be  made  only  after  the  County  Commissioners 
of  the  County  or  the  Department  of  Welfare  of  Baltimore 
City,  virhere  the  applicant  resides,  have  given  their  approv- 
al. 

No_  patient  shall  bo  admitted  who  has  tuberculosis  in  a 
transLiissible  f  orm,mental  disease  of  a  type  requiring  care 
in  a  mental  hospital  or  orthopedic  disease  of  a  type  admis- 
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sible  to  the  special  orthopedic  hospitals,  or  who  is 
under  the  age  of  sixteen  yer.rs. 

The  Act  also  provides  for  contributory  payments  by  the 
State,  Counties,  and  BaltiiTioro  City. 


Chapter  181  -  CONSTRUCTION  OF  AN  AIRPORT  AT  E;.ST0N,  TALBOT  COMTY 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Easton  are  authorized  and 
empowered  to  purchase  and  expend  on  behalf  of  the  Town, 
an  amount  not  exceeding  ;;;255000  for  the  purchase  of  lands, 
easements,  rights  of  vjay  and  any  other  right  appurtenant 
to  such  lands,  and  to  defray  one-half  of  the  cost  of  con- 
structing a  building  or  buildings  to  be  used  as  a  munici- 
pal airport. 


Chapter  188  -  AUTHORIZES  MOMTGOivERY  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS  TO  USE  PUBLIC 
FACILITIES  FOR  CIVILIAN  DEFENSE 

The  County  Commissioners  of  Montgomery  County  are  author- 
ized to  make  \^(hatever  use  is  deemed  necessary  of  all  facil- 
ities, equipment,  buildings  and  land  belonging  to  the 
County,  including  trucks,  school  buses,  motor,  tools, 
buildings  and  any  other  equipment  and  property  of  the 
County  for  the  benefit,  vv'elfare,  and  civilian  protection  of 
the  citizens  of  the  County,  for  the  duration  of  the  v/ar. 

It  ma.y  also  engage  necessary  personnel  to  ma.ke  use  of 
these  facilities  for  the  safety  of  its  citizens  for 
civilian  defense  purposes. 

Chapter  190  -  AUTHORIZES  CONSTRUCTION  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMEOT  BUILDING  AT 
KENSINGTON,  k'ONTGOJ'IERY  COUNTY 

The  County  Conrniss loners  of  Montgomery  County  are  author- 
ized to  raise  funds,  not  to  exceed  (^OjOOO,  to  enable  the 
construction  of  a  volunteer  fire  department  and  facilities 
at  Kensington. 

Chapter  196  -  PERiMITS  THE  IMPORTATION  OF  SEED  OYSTERS  FOR  PLANTING  PURPOSES 

The  Act  modifies  existing  lav;s  permitting  the  importation 
into  the  State  of  oysters  of  specae  ostrea  Virginica  for 
planting  purposes. 

Chapter  21?  -  AUTHORIZES  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  BONDS  FOR  THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF 
CERTAIN  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  IN  ALLEGANY  COUNTY 

Authorization  is  granted  to  the  County  Commissioners  of 
Allega.ny  County  for  the  issuance  of  bonds,  not  to  exceed 
!';;800,000,  for  the  erection  of  school  buildings  previously 
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authorized  under  Chapter  ^16  of  the  Acts  of  19A1.  This 
would  provide  for  a  new  Elementary  and  Junior  and  Senior 
High  School  at  lit.   Savage;  a  nev/  Junior  and  Senior  Hi^ 
School  at  Lonaconing,  and  a  new  Elementary  School  at 
Ellerslie.   These  schools  to  be  constructed  as  post-xvar 
projects. 

Chapter  230  -  R/JSIMG  FUNDS  TO  SUPPORT  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  AT  SILVER  SPRING, 
MONTGOIiERY  COUNTY 

The  County  Comnoissioners  of  Montgomery  County  are  author- 
ized to  levy  a  tax  of  two  cents  on  each  vlOO  of  valuation 
on  all  assessable  property  in  Precincts  1,  2,   5,   7j  6,   10, 
11,  12,  13  and  1^  of  the  Thirteenth  Election  District, 
knovm  as  the  Silver  Spring  Election  District,  for  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  the  public  library  now  located 
in  the  Jessup  Blair  Comaunity  House  at  Silver  Spring. 

The  funds  obtained  from  this  source  are  to  be  used  to  pay 
the  salary  of  the  librarian  and  for  the  purchase  of  books, 
or  for  payment  of  other  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
maintenance  of  the  library. 

Chapter  268  -  AUTHORIZES  CONSTRUCTION  OF  A  SCHOOL  BUILDING  AT  HWJTINGTON, 
CALVERT  COUNTY 

The  County  Commissioners  of  Calvert  County  are  authorized 
to  issue  bonds,  not  to  exceed  ?:15,000,  to  be  used  for  the 
acquisition  of  a  site  and  the  construction  of  a  public 
school  building  at  Huntington  in  Calvert  County. 

Chapter  276  -  CONSTRUCTION  OF  AN  AIRPORT  AT  CUMBERLAND,  ALLEGANY  COUNTY 

Authority  is  granted  to  the  ilayor  and  City  Council  of 
Cumberland  to  issue  bonds  in  amount  not  to  exceed  ^150,000, 
the  funds  for  T/hich  shall  be  used  toward  the  acquisition 
of  land  and  construction  of  a  public  airport  at  Cumberland, 

Chapter  278  -  CHA^JGE  IN  NUI'iBER  OF  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS  FOR  H/RFORD  COUNTY 
(Subject  to  Referendum) 

Subject  to  a  referendum,  this  Act  provides  for  a  board  of 
three  County  Commissioners  for  Harford  County  instead  of 
five  now  authorized  by  law. 

Provision  is  also  made  defining  their  powers,  duties, 
term  of  office  and  salary. 

Chapter  282  -  IMPROVEtffiNTS  TO  THE  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL  AT  CUMBERL/.ND,  ALLEGANY 
COUNTY 
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Authorizesthe  County  Commissiontl^s  of  Allegany  County 
to  issue  bonds  in  the  Amount  of  ;'40,000  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  and  completing  tvro  additional  floors  to 
the  Memorial  Hospital  at  Cuniberland. 

Chapter  289  -  CREATION  OF  ;l  BOARD  OF  ASSESSI-MJTS  FOR  HARFORD  COUNTY 

Authorizes  the  appointment  by  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners of  a  County  Assessor  and  for  the  creation  of  a 
Board  of  Assessments  for  real  and  personal  property. 

Chapter  3I5  -  EXTENDING  !'IU!IICIPAL  SERVICES  FOR  POCOMOKE  CITY,  WORCESTER 
COUNTY 

Provides  for  the  extension  of  po^vers  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Pocomoke  City  for  the  regulation  and 
construction  of  needed  improvements  in  the  city,  includ- 
ing building,  construction,  xvater  and  sewerage  facilities, 
fire  fighting  facilities,  drainage  and  other  essential 
public  services. 

Provision  is  also  made  in  the  Act  to  extend  the  borrovf- 
ing  capacity  of  the  City  to  meet  additional  public  ser- 
vices. 


Chapter  337  -  WATER  CH/'RGES  ivIADE  LIENS  AGAINST  PROPERTY  SERVED  IN  PORT 
DEPOSIT,  CKIL  COUNTY 

Authority  is  granted  whereby,  on  or   after  June  1,  19^3? 
the  charges  for  the  use  of  v/ater  furnished  to  residents 
of  the  town  of  Port  Deposit  are  made  liens  against  the 
property  served  by  said  water  and  the  charges  may  be 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  town  taxes  are  collected. 


Chapter  351  -  REGULATIONS  REGARDING  TRf.ILER  CAl.ffS  IN  PRINCE  GEORGE'S  COUNTY 

Provides  for  regulating  and  registration  of  trailer  camps, 
and  documentation  of  information  pertaining  to  visitors, 
guests,  users  or  occupants  of  trailer  csjnps.  Makes  it 
unlawful  for  non-compliance  with  regulations. 

Chapter  35A  -  PJJSING  EI'.iERGSNCY  FUNDS  FOR  IfT.  RAINIER, PRINCE  GEORGE'S  COUNTY 

Permits  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Mt .  Rainier  to  bor- 
row an  amount,  not  to  exceed  J; 5, 000,  for  period  not 
exceeding  three  years,  for  the  purposes  of  meeting 
emergency  conditions. 
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Chapter  355  -  EXTENDING  CORPORATE  LE.iITS  CF  MT.   RAINIER,   PRINCE  GECEGE'S 
COUNTY 

Provision  is  made  for  the  extension  of  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  toivn  of  Mt .  Rainier  and  tt^t  all  exist- 
ing laws  relating  to   the  tovjn  of  Mt.  Rainier  and  all 
existijTg  ordinances  passed  by  the  tlayor  and  City 
Council  of  Mt.  Rainier  are  extended  to  cover  and  apply 
to  the  territory  annexed  under  this  Act, 

Chapter   36O  -  UND  DEEDED  BY  THE  STATE  TO  THE  tlAYOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL  OF 
LAURHL,   PRINCE  GEORGE'S  COUNTY 

Authority  is  granted  under  this  Act  for  the  conveyance 
of  a  parcel  of  land  at  the  intersection  of  Laurel  Avenue 
and  Fifth  Street,  now  owned  by  the  State,    to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Laurel,  which  the  City  contaaplates 
using  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  City  Hall. 

Chapter   368  -  AUTHORIZES  CONSTRUCTION  OF  A  SK/JAGE  DISPOSAL  PIAKiT  AT 
LAUREL,   PRINCE  GEORGE'S  COUNTY 

Authority  is  granted  the  ii'iayor  and  City  Council  of  Laurel 
to  issue  bonds  in  an  amount  not    to  exceed  $100,000,    for 
the  purpose  of   constructing  a  sevra.ge  disposal  plant  vd. th- 
in the  limits  of  the  tovm  of  Laurel  and  also  for  renewing 
and  repairing   sevier  mains  in  the  town  of  Laurel. 


Chapter   389  -  PROVIDES  FOR  A   FULL-TIIiE  SECRET.f.Y  FOR  THE  ST.iTE  AVIATION 
COKvIISSION 

The  Act  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  full-time 
Secretary  to  administer  the  program  of  the  State  Avia- 
tion Comi:iission.        The  required  specifications  for  this 
office  vfill  afxord  the  Commission  with  needed  technical 
staff  to  plan  for  the  State's  long-term  aviation 
devel  opnient . 

Chapter  401  -  AUTHORIZING  THE  STaTE  ROADS  COMISSION  TO  TAKE  OVSR  AND  MIN- 
TAIN  THE  BRIDGE  ACROSS  TFIE  V/TE  RIVER  IN  QUSEiM  ANNE'S  COUNTY 

The  State  Roads  Comiuission  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
take  over  and  maintain  as  part  of  the  State  Highway 
system  the  bridge  across  the  V/ye  River,   connecting  Wye 
Island  and  Carmichael  Read  in  Queen  Anne's  County, 

Chapter  404  -  AUTHORIZING  THE  STATE  ROADS  COLL  ISSION  TO  TAKE  OVER  Al^D 
ii-lAlNTAiN  THE  BRIDGE  OVIiR  THE  TUCKiiHCE  RIVHl,  CONNECTING 
C.iPiOLINE  *-u'ID  TALBOT  OOU"NTIES 

The  State  Roads  Commission  is  authorized  and   directed  to 
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construct  and  maintain  a  bridge  over  the  Tuckahoe  River 
at  Mew  Bridge  which  connects  Caroline  and  Talbot  counties; 
the   said  bridge  to  be  constructed  from  Federal,  State  or 
County  funds  vrhich  may  be  or  become  available  for  this 
pui'pose. 

Chapter  416   -  AUTHORITY  IS  GRUv^TED  THE  STaTE  kKD  THE  FEDER.^  GOVIKNIENr 
TO  CONSTRUCT  A  BRIDGE  ACROSS  SPiSUTIS  NARROV^S 

Permission  and  scnction  is  given  to  the  State  and  to  the 
Federal  Govsriiiiient  for  the  erection  of  a  bridge  across 
the  Sposutie  Narrov^-s  to  connect  Spesutie  Island  with  the 
mainland  ii:i  Harford  County,  provided  the  entire  cost  and 
exp'Onsc  of  the  same  Vvdll  be  borne  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
jiicait . 


Chaftor  /a9  -  APPROPRIATION  FOR  Vv:;SKINGTCN  COUNTY  FREE  LIBPARY 

Authorizes  an  agreement  between  the  County  Commissioners 
of  Washington  County  and  the  Washington  County  Free 
Library  for  an  annual  contribution  in  perpetuity  the  sum 
of  :iii6,500  per  year  for  the   circ  and  maintenance  of  the 
Washington  County  Free  Library. 

In  addition  to  the  above  amount,  the    said  Commissioners 
are  also  authorized,   in  their  discretion,  to  appropriate 
an  amount  not   exceeding  -iJSjSOO  annually  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  said  library. 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  Hagerstown  is  authorised  to 
enter   into   contract  vdth  the  7'fe.shington  County  Free 
Library  whereby  they   shall  contract  to  contribute  annu- 
ally in  perpetuity  the  sum  of  14,500  per  annurii  for  the 
care  and  maintonc'xice  of  the  Vi'ashjjigton  County  Free 
Library.      In  addition  to  the  above  amount,  the  Mayor 
and  Council  of  Hagcrstovm  may,   at  their  discretion, 
appropriate  an  amoLiiit  not  exceeding  $5,500  annually  for 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  said  library .

Authority  is  granted  the  ilayor  and  City  Council  of  West- 
minster to  acquire  and  to  take  over,  by  purchase  or 
cond'jmnation,   the  water   system  of  the  iferyland  Water 
Works  CompDjay  situated  in  the  Seventh  Election  District 
of  Carroll  County.     The  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  in- 
clude in  this  acquisition  its  real  and  personal  property, 
rights,  privileges,  water,  stream,  water  ways,  water 
courses,   reservoirs,   easanaits,  facilities  and   fran- 
chises.

Makes  it  unlawful  to  erect  and  raaintain  billboards, signs, 
posters  for  display  advertising  of  any  kind  ivhatsoever, 
vdthin  five  hundred  feet  of  the  State  dual  hi^iway  lead- 
ing to  the  highway  bridge  over  the  Sinepuxent   Bay  at 
Ocean  City  and  between  the  bridge  and  highway  at  Herring 
Creek  in  the  Tenth  Election  District   of  Worcester   County. 
Penalties  are  provided  for   offenses. 

Chapter  439  -  EXTENDING  CCEPfflATE  LBilTS  OF  ROCKVILLS,  iaONTGOl/IERY  COUlNfTY 

Provision  is  made  for  the  extension  of  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  tovjn  of  Rockville  and  to  exclude  all  terri- 
tory so  included  vdthin  the  towi  of  Rockville  from  the 
Maryland-Washington  Lletropolitan  District  from  the 
Maryland-Washington  Regional  District  and  from  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Maryland-National  Capital  Park  and  Plan- 
ning Gomraission  and  the  ordinances  thereof. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  exempting  the    lands  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  Rockville  from  taxes  hereafter  to  be 
levied  for  the  purpose  of  the  Metropolitan  and  Regional 
Districts. 


Chapter   444  -  REVAi,:PING  ST..TE  SOIL  CONSERVATION  DISTRICTS 

Procedure  is  authorized  by  -which  existing  soil  conserva- 
tion districts  may  bo  further    sub-divided  or  into  new 
districts.

^  bonds  previously  authorized,  the  proceeds  of  which  are 
to  be  used  for  the  piorpose  of  enlarging,  increasing  and 
augmenting  the  water  supply  of  the  area  served  by  the 
Coi^Tmission,  including  the  construction  of  any  impounding 
reservoir,  filter  plant  or  pumping  station,  and  all  the 
necessary  pipe  lines  and  accessories. appurtenant  thereto.

Provision  is  made  for  the  extension  of  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  toiivn  of  Roclarille,  in  addition  to  that 
provided  for  under  Chapter  439. 

Chapter  46O  -  ASSISTANCE  TO  THE  NEEDY  BLIND 

Provision  is  made  whereby  public  assistance  to  eligible 
needy  blind,  so  determined  by  the  County  Board,  may  be 
paid  in  amount  not  to  exceed  $40  per  month. 

Chapter  46I  -  OLD  AGE  ASSISTMCE 

Provision  is  made  to  extend  old  age  assistance  benefits 
to  eligibles,  so  determined  by  the  County  Board,  in  amount 
not  to  exceed  r,>Ifi   per  month. 


Chapter  468  -  EXTENDING  JURISDICTION  OF  THE  V-JASKINGTON  SUBURBAN  SANITARY 
DISTRICT 

The  jurisdictional  area  of  the  Washington  Suburban  San- 
itary District  is  extended  to  cover  approxL'nat ely  I3O 
acres  in  the  Oxon  Hill  district  of  Prince  George's  County, 

Chapter  482  -  AUTHORIZES  HOUSING  AUTHORITIES  TO  DEVELOP,  CONSTRUCT,  MANAGE 
OR  OPIRATE  mR   HOUSING  PROJECTS  FOR  THE  FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT 

The  Act  grants  additional  povrers  to  housing  authorities, 
enabling  the  exercise  of  its  power  anywhere  in  the  State 
as  agent  or  lessee  for  the  United  States  of  America  in 
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the  development,  construction,  operation  or  management 
of  any  housing  project  undertaken  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment for  the  housing  of  war  workers  or  persons  in  the 
armed  forces. 


Chapter  A99  -  MODIFICATION  OF  ADVERTISKIEMl^  REQUIRKENT  FOR  FOOTVfAY  AND 
SIDEl'vALK  REP/, IRS  IN  BALTIMORE  COUNTY 

The  County  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  County  are  author- 
ized and  directed, in  all  cases  where  the  owner  of  ground, 
footing  on  any  of  the  streets,  avenues  or  alleys  in 
Baltimore  Co'onty,  cannot  be  found  at  the  time  when  foot- 
ways or  sidewalks  of  said  streets,  avenues  or  alleys  are 
out  of  order,  to  cause  to  be  published  in  one  or  more 
neviTspapers  in  Baltimore  County  notice  of  the  fact  that 
repairs  are  contemplated  and  notice  .given  to  the  owner 
to  make  such  repairs.  If,  after  the  expiration  of  the 
prescribed  time  set  out  in  the  notice,  the  County  Com- 
missioners, through  its  county  organization,  may  proceed 
to  malce  the  necessary  repairs  and  charge  the  cost  on  a 
pro  rata  basis  for  all  the  ground  bounding  and  fronting 
on  the  said  footways  and  sidewalks  against  the  owner. 

Chapter  500  -  ESTABLISHiffiiW  OF  A  PENSION  SYSTEIvI  IN  BALTIMORE  COUNTY 

Provision  is  made  for  the  establishment  of  a  general  sys-  , 
tem  of  pensions  and  retirement  for  employees  of  the 
Baltimore  County  government. 

Chapter  502  -  REPORTS  OF  TIE  BALTIMORE  COUNTY  ROADS  ENGINEER 

The  Act  proAddes  for  the  method  of  appointment  of  a  County 
Roads  Engineer  for  Baltimore  County,  and  the  qualifica- 
tions thc;reof , 

The  County  Reals  Kngineer  is  required  to  file  annually,  on 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  of  each  year,  a 
written  report  to  the  County  Commissioners  and  the  Mary- 
land Geological  Survey  covering  the  condition  of  the  county 
roads  and  tlie  improvements  that  have  been  made  in  each 
district  in  the  twelve  months  ending  on  the  last  day  of 
the  preceding  year.  The  report  is  to  also  contain  data 
showing  the  amount  and  kind  of  material  used  on  each  road, 
with  details  of  its  cost  and  the  amount  and  cost  of  labor 
on  each  road  and  the  amount  of  money  expended  for  road 
purposes  in  each  district. 

The  County  Roads  Engineer  is  also  required  to  file  a  writ- 
ten report,  supplemented  with  plats,  which  shall  embrace  a 
comprehensive  plan  of  road  and  bridge  work,  repair  and  con- 
struction in  Baltimore  County  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  road 
year.  Provision  is  made  vvhereby  the  County  Commissioners 
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may  alter  the  comprehensivtj  plan  of  tht=  Roads  Engineer, 
but  if  such  modications  are  made  they  shall  be  held 
binding  on  the  said  County  Commissioners  during  the 
ensuing  fiscal  road  year,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Roads  Engineer  to  see  that  the  plan  is  carried  out 
in  every  particular. 


Chapter  50?  -  PROTECTION  OF  STATE  RIGHTS 


In  order  to  maintain  full  cooperation  in  the  war  effort 
in  all  fields  of  proper  State  activity  and  to  secure 
concerted  action  among  the  States  to  preserve  the  oper- 
ations of  State  functions  of  government,  the  Attorney 
General  is  authorized  and  directed  to  study  existing 
and  proposed  Federal  legislation,  and  to  cooperate  v^ith 
the  Attorneys  General  of  other  cooperating  States  in 
such  studies  to  determine  the  effect  of  such  legislation 
upon  the  normal  field  of  State  functions  and  powers,  and 
to  report  to  this  State's  Governor,  Senators  and  Represen- 
tatives in  Congress  the  results  of  such  studies  in  all 
instances  v.here  he  deems  such  action  appropriate,  or 
where,  in  his  opinion,  any  legislation  affects,  or  would 
affect,  if  enacted  into  law,  the  normal  field  of  State 
functions  and  powers. 

The  Attorney  General  shall  also  make  any  reasonable  or 
appropriate  investigation  or  study  of  any  such  existing 
or  proposed  Federal  legislation  whenever  he  is  specifi- 
cally requested  to  do  so  by  any  of  this  State's  Senators 
or  Representatives  in  Congress,  and  report  the  result 
thereof  as  reo,uested. 


Chapter  509  -  CONSTRUCTION  OF  STORM  Vi'ATER  SEl'VERS,  BRIDGES  /.ND  DRAINAGE  AT 
MT.  RAINIER,  PRINCE  GEORGE'S  COUNTY 

Authorization  is  granted  for  the  construction  of  storm 
water  sewers,  drainage  and  bridges  in  the  town  of  Mt. 
Rainier,  subject  to  a  referendum  by  the  voters  of  Mt. 
Rainier. 

Authority  is  also  granted  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  to 
cover  the  construction  of  these  public  improvements. 


Chapter  511  -  AUTHORIZING  THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  A  HOSPITAL  IN  BALTfflORE 
COUNTY 

The  County  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  Coionty  are  author-  ■ 
ized  to  enter  into  contract  or  undertaking  with  the  State 
of  Maryland,  the  United  States  of  America,  or  any  agency 
thereof,  for  the  construction  of  a  public  hospital  in 
Baltimore  County. 
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The  County  Commissioners  are  elso   authorized  to  employ- 
such  personnel  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper  for 
the  operation  and  maintenance  of  any  public  hospital  so 
constructed,  and  to  levy  such  sura  or  sums  on  the  assess- 
able property  of  Baltimore  County  as  may  be  necessary  to 
meet  these  obligations. 

The  Bill  further  provides  that  in  the  interim,  taxes  may 
be  levied  not  to  exceed  (10,000  per  annum,  to  be  expended 
by  the  Commissioners  for  hospitalization  of  indigent  and 
destitute  bona  fide  residents  of  the  County,  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  %U  per  day  per  patient. 

Chapter  520  -  WASHINGTON  SUBURBAN  SANIT/JIY  COiMISSION  TO  REGULATE  CON- 
STRUCTION OF  UNDERGROUND  AND  OVERHE/iD  PUBLIC  UTILITIES 
WITHIN  ITS  JURISDICTIONAL  tREI. 

Authority  is  granted  the  Washington  Suburban  Sanitary  Com- 
mission to  regulate  the  construction  of  underground  or 
overhead  public  utilities  i^athin  the  District. 

Provision  is  made  making  it  mandatory  that  all  persons, 
corporations  or  firms  erecting  any  pole  or  other  structure 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  mres  overhead,  to  obtain  a 
permit  from  the  Comnaission. 

Chapter  521  -  AUTHORIZATION  IS  GRANTED  FOR  G/iRBAGE  DISPOSAL  IN  CHEVmLY, 
PRINCE  GEORGE'S  COUNTY  (Subject  to  Referendum) 

Subject  to  referendum,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Cheverly  is  authorized  to  pass  ordinances  to  provide  for 
trash  and  garbage  collection  and  disposal  for  the  resi- 
dents of  Cheverly. 

Provision  is  also  made  permtting  the  levy  and  collection 
of  a  specipl  assessment  against  the  assessed  valuation  of 
all  real  property  in  the  town. 

Chapter  522  -  WASHINGTON  SUBURB/JI  SANITARY  COMMISSION  AUTHORIZED  TO  COLLECT 
A  SEl'."ER  SERVICE  CHi.RGE 

Authority  is  granted  the  Washington  Suburban  Sanitary  Com- 
mission to  fix  a  reasonable  sewur  maintenance  charge  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  its 
sewer  system  and  its  disposal  facilities.  This  charge, 
when  established,  shall  be  carried  in  the  water  charges  of 
the  Commission  and  rendered  as  part  of  the  service  charges 
for  water  served  by  the  Commission

Chapter  526  -  WASHINGTON  SUBURBAN  SANITARY  DISTRICT  TO  CONSTRUCT  STORM 
WATER  AI^D  SURFACE  DR/.INAGE  SYSTEM 

The  VJashington  Suburban  Sanitary  District  is  authorized 
to  plan,  design,  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  system 
for  the  control  and  disposition  of  surface  waters  within 
the  limits  of  the  Washington  Suburban  Sanitary  District. 

Authority  is  also  granted  giving  the  right  to  condemn 
property  before  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  such 
improvemonts.

Funds  provided  for  the  construction  of 
storm  water  and  surface  drainage  systems,  provided  for 
under  this  Act,  shall  not  exceed  |,300,000,  for  which 
bonds  may  be  issued. 


Chapter  535  -  A;-EKDING  EXISTING  AUTHORITY  REGARDING  ISSUING  OF  LICENSE  TO 
FISH 

Provides  the  Commission  of  Tidewater  Fisheries  with  au- 
thority to  issue  additional  licenses  to  applicants  under 
certain  conditions. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  lapsing  of  previously  granted 
license  for  non-use. 


Chapter  537  -  AUTHORIZING  THE  PURCH/.SE  OF  THE  HmYLkim   VifATER  WORKS  COMPANY 
BY  THE  C0.4n:SSI0NSRS  OF  BEL  AIR,  H/iRFORD  COUNTY  (Subject  to 
Referendiim) 

Subject  to  referendum,  authority  is  granted  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Bel  Air  to  acquire  and  take  over,  by  purchase 
or  condemnation,  the  water  system  of  the  Maryland  Uater 
Vforks  Company,  its  real  and  personal  property,  rights, 
privileges,  waters,  streams,  water  ways,  water  courses, 
reservoirs,  easements,  facilities  and  franchises. 

Authority  is  also  granted  to  permit  the  enlargement  and 
improvement  of  the  purchased  water  system  and  to  assume 
liability  for  outstanding  bonds  against  the  purchased 
system. 
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Chapter   541  -  CONSTRUCTION  OF  PUBLIC  BiPROVSLiENTS  hT  CHSVERLY,   PRINCE 
GECRGS'S  COUNTY 

Authorizes  the  Mayor  and  City  Coimcil  of  Chevcrly  to  bor- 
rov;  money  for  the   construction  of  roadvvays,  alleys, curbs, 

sidevvalks  and  storm  vjater   sewers. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  assessing  the  cost  of  these  ixor 
provements  against  the  abutting  property  ovmer  benefited. 

Ctepter    551  -  AUTHORITY  IS  GFAN'TED  THE  ilNNE  ARUl^JDEL  COUI^Y  COHvOS SIGNERS 
TO  ADOPT  ..  CCtJPREHMSIVE  ZONING  PUvN 

The  County  Commissioners  of  Anne  Arundel  County  are 
authorised  and  empowered  to  adopt  a  comprehensive  plan  of 
zoning  regulations  and  restrictions  affecting  the  erec- 
tion, construction,   reconstruction,   alteration,   repairs 
and  use  of  buildings,    structures  and  land  within  the 
County . 

Authority  is  also   granted  for  regulations  ard   restric- 
tions affecting  the  use  of  land  and  buildings  for  trade, 
industry,  residence  and  other  purposes,  the  width   of 
buildings  and  other  structures,  the  size  of  yards, 
courts  and  other  open  spaces. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  appeal  of  decisions  of  the 
County  Commissioners  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Anne 
Arundel  County. 

Chapter    552  -  CONSTRUCTION  OF  A  COmmTITY  BUILDING  AT  KirailLLERSVILLE, 
G/iRRETT  COUNTY    (Subject  to  Referendum). 

Authority  is  granted  to  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  Kitz- 
millersvj.lle  to   borrow  funds,  not  to  exceed  $10,000, 
for  the  construction  of  a  community  building  at  Kitz- 
millersvillo. 

This  grant  of  authority  is  subject  to  a  referendum  to 
be  held  in  February,  1944. 

Chapter  564  -  EXTENDING  "YATIE  FACILITIES  AT  LA  PLATA,   CHARLES  COUNTY 

Authorization  is  granted  the  Town  Commissioners  of  La 
Plata  to  borrovf  funds,   not  to  exceed  $15,000,   for  the 
purpose  of  extending,   enlarging  and  maintaining  the 
local  public  i-^ter   systan. 


Provision  is  also  made  for  the  levy  of  a  special  tax  on 
the  assessable   property,  not  to  exceed  twenty  c aits  on 
each  $100  against  the  property  benefited,  and  to  be 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  collect- 
ed by  the  Towi. 

Chapter   566  -  ii^IiAGEvIENT  OF  THE  AMNr^POLIS  Vt.TER  COLIF.iNY,  .xNNE  ..RUNDEL 
COUOTY 

Provides  that  the  Annapolis  Water  Company  shall  be  man- 
aged by  the  Liayor,   Counsellor  and  Aldermen  of  the   City 
of  Annapolis . 

Authority  is  gi'cnted  to  the  Mayor,   Counsellor  and  Al- 
dermen to  collect  Tjater  rents,  to  adopt  and  enforce 
rules  and   regulations  for  the  administration  of  the 
company  end  for  the  care  of  its  plant  and  physical 
operations « 

Authority   is  also  granted  for  the  exercise  of  full 
charge  of  the  development,  maintenance  and  operation  of 
the  plant  as  municipal  property.     The  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  operation  may  be  carried  through  by 
the  City  Engineer,  as  prescribed  or  delegated  by  the 
Mayor,   Counsellor  and  Aldermen  of  Annapolis. 

Chapter   569  -  EXTENSION  OF  3;jJTrARY  FACILITIES  IN  ROCKYILLE,  MONTGOLfERY 
COUN^TY 

Authorisation  is  given  tc  the  Iiiayor  and  City  Council  of 
Rockville  for  the  issuance  of  ;S40,000  in  bonds,  to  be 
used  for  obtaining  rights  of  v&y  for  the  extension  of 
water  and  sevier  systems  in  the  tovm  of  Rockville.     The 
funds  are  to  be  used  also  for  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  such  systems  and  for  the  procurement,   erec- 
tion and  construction  of  overhead  storage  facilities,  as 
may  be  required  for  the  v/ater  system  at  Rockville. 


Chapter   570  -  CONSTRUCTION  OF  FIRE  HOUSE  IN  Ii0NTGOi'2ERY  COUNTY 

Authority  is  granted  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
of  Montgomery  County  to  borrow  funds  for  the  purchase  of 
land  and  equipment  and  for  the  construction  of  a  fire 
house  to  be  located  at  a  point  where   it  vdll   sei-ve  the 
Hillandale  and  Crcsthaven  Sub-divisions. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  an  annual  levy  against  all 
assessable  real  and  personal  property  mthin  certain 
areas  for  this  improvement. 


Chapter   594  -  EXTEI-JDBJG  CORPORATE  LIMITS  OF  H..GERSTO'.'N,Ii;SHINGTON  COUNTY 
Authority  is  granted  for  extending  the  corporate  limits 
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of  Hagersto-wn,  and  tc  provide  for  the  taxing  of  tho 
added  areas. 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  Hagerstovm  are  empowered  to 
exercise  full  control  for  a  distance  of  one  mile  in 
every  direction  of  the  corporate  limits  of  Hagerstovm 
for  the  development   of  drainage,   sewerage,   sanitary  and 
police  purposes. 

Chapter  602  -  EXTSTDING  POWERS  OF  THE  E^RYUND  COUNCIL  OF  DEFENSE 

Authctrizes  the  Governor  to  create  an  Executive  Committee 
representing  agriculture,   organised  labor,   industry  and 
the  general  public,   for  the  follovdng  purposes: 

(a)  To  prescribe  and  direct  activities,  to  the  extent 
related  to  the  v/ar  effort,  in  connection  with  the 
follovdng:    salvage  and  prevention  of  waste  of 
strategic  iiaterialsj   conservation  of  transportation 
facilities;   training  and  supply  of  labor; stimulation 
of  agriculture,  maximum  production  of  ^mr  material 
in  individual  plants;   health  and  medical  care;

furtherance  of  the  war  effort. 

(b)  To  supervise  and  direct  investigations  and  report  to 
the  Governor  with  such  recommendations  far  legisla- 
tion as  it  may  deem  necessary  with  respect  to  any 
matters  directly  or  indirectly  related  to  defense. 

(c)  To  iiE.ke  full  investigations  as  to  all  questions 
directly  or  indirectly  relating  to  the  powers  or 
duties  vested  in  it  by  this  Act  or  by  any  other  law. 

(d)  To  recognize  in  each  County  of  the  State  and  the 
City  of  Baltimore  a  Local  Council  of  Defense  vjhich 
shall  cooperate  nlth  and  assist  the  Maryland  Council 
of  Defense  and  shall  perform  such  services  as  may  be 
requested  by  it.     Local  Councils  may  act  jointly 
^vith  other  such  Councils.      Insofar  as  applicable. 
Local  Councils   shall  have  the  same  powers  and  duties 
vri-thin  their  respective  jurisdiction  as  arc  vested 
in  the  Maryland  Council  of  Defense.     Such  local 
Councils   shall  terminate  or  cease  activity  whenever 
the  Iviaryland  Council  of  Defense  is  dissolved  or 
suspended. 

(e)  To  do  all  acts  and  things  not  inconsistent  \fith  law 
for  the  furtherance  of  defense  activities. 
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(f)  Utilisation  of  Existing  Services  and  Facilities —  In 
order  to  avoid  duplication  of   services  and  facilities 
the  Maryland  Council  of  Defense  and  the  Local  Coun- 
cils of  Defense  are  directed  to  utilize  the  services 
and  facilities  of   existing  officers,  offices,   de- 
partmaits,  commissions,  boards,  bureaus,  institu- 
tions and  other  agencies  of  the  State  and  of  the 
political  sub-divisions  thereof.     All  such  officers 
and  agencies  shall  cooperate  with  and  extend  their 
services  and  facilities  to  the  Maryland  Council  of 
Defense  upon  its  request. 

Chapter  607  -  CONSTRUCTION  OF  Il'IPROVELi^NTS  FOR  BRMrvVOOD,  PRINCE 
GEORGE'S  COUNTY 

The  Mayor  and  Town  Council  of  Brentwood  are  authorized 
and  etnpowcsred  to  borrow  from  time  to  time  sums  of  money, 
not  to  exceed  at  any  time  eight  per  cent    (8$S)  of  tte 
assessed  valuation  of  real  property  of  the  Town  of 
Brentwood,  for  the  construction  of  sidevralks,  curbs, 
gutters  and  road-bed  and  street  improvements. 

Authority  is  also  granted,  within  the  8^  limitation  of 
assessed  valuation,  to  borrow  up  to  $15,000,  for  storm 
;vater  and  surface  diuinage  improvements. 

Chapter  613  -  INCORPORATION  OF  LANSDALE,  PRINCE  GEORGE'S  COUl^TY 

Authority  is  granted  for  the  incorporation  of  Lansdale 
in  Prince  George's  County  to  embrace  the  communities 
knovffi  as  Boulevard  Heights,  Bradbury  Heights,   Coral 
Hills  and  Dillon  Park. 

The  Mayor  and  Council  shall  have  the  power  to  actipt 
buildiiig,  electrical,  use  and  occupancy,  and  zoning 
regulations,   in  addition  to  many  other  emamerated  povirers 
and  functions,   such  as  to  provide  for  drainage,   sei/vagc, 
sanitation,  fire  protection,   removal  of  ashes,  garbage 
and  other  refuse,  and  the  disposal  theroof . 

Chapter  638  -  BALTIMORE  Cm  LEXINGTON  MARIffiT  AUTHORITY 

Provision  is  made  under  this  Act  to  undertake  the  con- 
struction or  improvement   of  Lexington  ta,rket  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore.     Authorizes  the   creation  of  an  Authority 
to  enter   into  contract  for  the  construction  or  irnprove- 
ment  of  Lcicington  Market,  with  authority  to  issue  bonds 
to  be  payable  exclusively  from  revenues  derived  from 
the  narket .

Before  the  Authority  may  proceed  with  the  improvement  or 
construction  of  the  market  it  must  subiiiit  to  the  l/Iayor 
and  City  Council  for  its  approval,   a  program  covering 
the  leg9.1,   financial,  architectural,   engineering  and 
general  community  aspects  involved  in  the  recommended 
iiaproveraent .     Upon  ratification  by  the  City  Council  the 
Authority  may  then  proceed  with  the  approved  narket 
prograni . 

Provision  is  also  made  for  the  incorporation  of  parking 
facilities  into  this  structure. 


Chapter  6^4  -  AUTHCRITY  IS  GRANTED  THE  FEDERAL  GOVHRNMEWT  TO  OBTAIN 

RIGHTS  OF  mX  TO  CONSTRUCT  BALTI1'I0R&-VJASHINGT0N  PARIflmY 

Consent  of  the  State  of  Maryland  is  given  to  the  acquisi- 
tion,  by  the  United  States,   for  the  purchase,  condenna- 
tion,  gift  or  otherwise,   of  any  land,  rights  of  way, 
easements,   etc.  in  ifaryland  as  inay  be  required  by  the 
Federal  Government   for  the  construction  of  a  parkivay, 
highway,  motorway  or  freevay  betvreen  the  City  of  Washing- 
ton ard  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

This  consent   is  given  to  apply  particularly  to  all  park- 
lands  acquired  or  to  be  acquired  in  the  name  of  the  State 
of  Maryland  by  the  Maryland-National  Capital  Park  and 
planning  Commission.     Absolute  title  for  portions  of  such 
parklands,  as  may  be  needed,  or   easements  or  rights  of 
way  over  the  same  may  be  given  by  the  State  of  Maryland 
to  the  United  States  or  any  agency  or  instrumentality 
thereof. 

The  Governor  is   empowered  to  include  in  instruments  exe- 
cuted for  this  purpose  such  conditions  respecting  con- 
trol and  jurisdiction  by  the   United  States  and  by  the 
State  of  Maryland  and  their  respective  agencies,  as  may 
be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  National  Capital  Park  and 
Planning  Commission  and  by  the  Maryland-National  Capital 
Park  and  Planning  Commission  respectively. 

Chapter  645  -  ENABLING  THE  STATS  ROADS  COMilSSION  TO  RECEIVE  PUBLIC -OWED 
REAL  OR  PERSONAL  PROPERTY  NEEDED  IN  THE  CONSTRUCTION  OR 
B'iPROVS'IEiNlT  OF  ANY  PUBLIC  HIGHY'/AY 

The  State  Roads  Commission  is  authorized  to   receive  from 
any  county,  municipality,  district,   commission,   or  any 
other  agency,   instramentality  or  political  sub-division 
of  the  State,  any  portion  of  any  publicly-owned  real  or 
personal  property  as  may  be  needed  by  the  Commission  for 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  any  public  hi^way 
of  the  State. 
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Also,  any  county,  municipality,  district,  coniraission  or 
agency,  instrumentality  or  political  sub-division  of  the 
State  is  authorized  and  empo^vered,  notwithstanding  any 
contrary  provisions  of  law,  to  transfer  jurisdiction  over, 
to  lease,  lend,  grant  or  convey,  to  the  State  real  or  per- 
sonal property,  for  the  use  of  the  Corainission  and  at  the 
request  of  the  Cor.imission,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  proper  authorities  may  agree  as  being  reasonable  and 
fair.  Such  public-owned  real  and  personal  property  so 
conveyed  is  to  be  used  solely  for  the  establishment,  con- 
struction or  improvement  by  the  Commission  of  any  public 
road,  hi^way,  parkr/ay,  freeway  or  motorway,  irrespective 
of  whether  such  real  or  personal  property  is  then,  or  is 
intended  to  be,  used  for  any  other  public  purposes. 

Chapter  bUb   -  REGULATIONS  RiiXJARDING  TRAILMS  IN  B/iLTIilORE  COUNTY 

This  Act  malces  it  unlawful  to  maintain,  reside,  or  operate 
any  trailer  in  Baltimore  County  for  habitation  or  for  liv- 
ing quarters  without  license  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  Circuit  Court  for  Baltimore  County.  The  annual 
license  fee  is  (:30  per  year. 

Provision  is  also  made  v^'hereby  the  County  Coinmissioners 
are  authorized  to  enter  into  agreements  or  contracts 
with  the  United  States  of  America,  or  any  agency  thereof, 
with  respect  to  the  payment  of  a  fixed  annual  sum  in  lieu 
of  the  license  fee  prescribed  above,  providing  such  trail- 
ers are  owned,  operated  and  maintained  by  the  United  States 
of  America,  or  any  agency  thereof. 

Chapter  6^9  -  CONSTITUTION/JL  AI/iiiNDMEUT  CPIATING  BALTIMORE  REDEVELOPMENT 
COJ&HSSION  (Subject  to  Referendum) 

Provides  for  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Maryland, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  electorate  of  the  State, 
to  permit  the  authorization  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  to  create  a  Brltijnore  Redevelopment  Commis- 
sion which  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  acquire  land 
in  slums  and  blighted  areas  in  Baltimore  City  by  purchase, 
lease  or  condemnation  and  to  convey  any  such  land  by  sale 
or  lease  for  redevelopment,  in  accordance  wdth  an  approved 
redevelopment  plan  for  BaltL'uore  City.  Provided,  however, 
that  such  redevelopment  plan  has  first  been  approved  by 
the  Commission  on  City  Plan  of  Balti;.iore  City  and  provided 
further  that  no  such  slum  or  blighted  area  to  be  acquired, 
shall  be  less  than  eight  acres  or  more  than  eighty  acres.

In  the  performance  of  its  authority,  the  Commission  may 
exercise  the  poxver  of  eminent  domain,  provided  that  the 
Commission  shall  have  first  obtained  options  upon,  or 
shall  have  purchased,  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  such 
land  area  required  for  any  such  redevelopment  project. 

This  referendum  is  to  be  placed  on  the  ballot  at  the 
election  to  be  held  in  November  19AA-*

Chapter  661  -  AUTHORIZES  CONSTRUCTION  OF  A  JUVENILE  COUNTY  HOME  IN 
ALLEGANY  COUNTY 

The  Board  of  County  Coinraissioners  of  Allegany  County  are 
authorized  to  construct  a  Juvenile  County  Home  for  the 
detention  of  incorrigible,  homeless  and  uncared  for 
minors,  residents  of  Allegany  County,  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  $100,000. 

Authority  is  granted  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  this 
project  in  this  amount. 

Chapter  66^  -  BALTIMORE  CITY  LAND  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 

Authority  is  granted  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  to  create 
a  non-profit  Land  Development  Commission  for  the  elimina- 
tion of  blighted  and  slum  areas  in  Baltimore  City. 

The  Land  Development  Commission  shall  have  the  power  and 
authority  to: 

(1)  Acquire  by  purchase,  lease,  or  eondtmnatlon  real 

estate  in  slums  and  bli^ted  areas  for  redevelop- 
ment in  accordance  vdth  plans  made  under  authority 
of  this  Act  for  the  redevelopment  of  such  areas. 
Approval  by  the  Commission  on  City  Plan  of  Baltimore 
City  is  required, 

(2)  Use  the  power  of  eminent  domain  to  acquire  lands 
in  slums  and  blighted  areas  for  the  purposes  under 
this  Act,  but  in  no  case  to  be  exercised  by  the 
Commission  unless  at  least  sixty  per  cent  (60^) 

of  the  slums  or  blighted  areas  involved  in  the 
particular  plan  for  redevelopment  have  been 
acquired  by  purchase  or  option. 
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(3)  The  Corainission  may  petition  appropriate  Federal 
agencies  and  other  sources  for  loans  or  grants  to 
be  used  in  the  acquisition  of  land  and  improve- 
ments in  slum  and  blighted  area  to  be  redeveloped. 
Also,  funds  may  be  petitioned  for  the  preparation 
of  a  redevelopment  plan  or  plans  for  slum  or 
blighted  areas. 

(/!^)  The  Commission  may  sell,  lease,  transfer  or  convey 
land  acquired  either  by  sale,  lease  or  condemnation 
to  prior  corporations,  firms  or  persons  for  re- 
development and  rebuilding,  providing  the  sales  or 
leases  are  at  prices  consistent  m.th   the  new  uses 
which  the  Commission  on  City  Plan  shall  prescribe 
for  such  lands. 

Specific  acts  of  the  Land  Development  Commission  in  the 
acquisition  of  land  and  subsequent  transfer  or  lease  of 
such  Ifnd  to  private  developers  shall  in  each  case  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore.

Chapter  66?  -  AUTHORIZES  COMPLETION  OF  ARMORY  AT  UNIVERSITY  OF  MARYLAND 

The  Act  authorized  the  Board  of  Public  V/orks  to  use  un- 
expended funds  (149,581.53)  from  appropriations  of  1939, 
to  complete  Armory  at  University  of  Maryland. 

Chapter  668  -  fflSCELLANEOUS  STATE  CAPITAL  IMPROVEiffiNT  PROJECTS 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  authorized  to  issue  and  sell 
the  unissued  bonds  previously  authorized  under  Chapter 
854  of  the  Laws  of  19A1,  raid  to  use  the  proceeds,  in  its 
discretion,  for  the  following  State  capital  improvements: 

(1)  To  the  State  Teachers  College,  "Salisbury,  $7,000.00 
for  general  repairs j 

(2)  To  the  Montrose  School  for  Girls,  $2,000.00  for 
construction  of  a  Storage  Cellar; 

(3)  To  the  Maryland  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium,  $14,000.00 
for  completion  of  Hospital; 

(4)  To  the  University  of  Maryland,  $428,000,00  for  con- 
struction of  Dormitories, 
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Chanter  67A  -  JURISDICTION  OF  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMMISSION  OVHl  COUNTY  /.ND 
MUNICIPAL  CORPORATIONS  SUPPLYING  WATER  OUTSIDE  ITS 
BOUND/JIIES 

Whenever  the  Public  Service  Commission  shall  be  requested 
in  writing  by  any  county,  sanitary  district,  or  municipal 
corporation  of  this  State  to  fix  or  clter  the  rates  that 
shall  be  charged  for  water  supplied  to  persons  or  corp- 
orations vtfithin  its  county,  sanitary  district,  or  munici- 
pal boundaries  by  any  other  county  or  municipal  corpora- 
tion, the  Commission  shall  have  full  jurisdiction  and 
pov«-er  to  pass  an  order  fixing  or  rJ.tsring  such  rates  as 
if  the  county  or  municipal  corporation  supplying  such 
water  outside  its  county  or  municipal  boundaries  were  a 
"Water  Company." 

Nothing  contained  in  the  Act  shall  be  construed  to  give 
the  Coiamission  jurisdiction  to  order  or  compel  exten- 
sion of  irater  service  by  such  county  or  municipal  corpo- 
ration supplying  water  outside  its  county  or  municipal 
boundaries.  Provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to 
Allegr.ny  County. 

Chapter  681  -  EXTENDING  AUTHORITY  OF  COUNTY  COaEvHSSIONERS  FOR  CERTAIN 
SANIT/JIY  SERVICES  IN  BALTIMORE  COUNTY 

Authority  is  granted  the  County  Commissioners  of  Balti- 
more County  to  take  or  acquire  any  land,  structures  or 
buildings,  source  of  water  supply,  any  stream  bed,  water 
way,  water  rights,  viater  shed,  franchises,  water,  sewer- 
age or  drainage  systems,  or  other  property,  either  in 
fee  or  as  an  easement,  vidthin  or  without  the  Metropolitan 
District,  except  v;ithin  the  territorial  limits  of 
Baltimore  City  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  author- 
ity conferred  on  said  CoiTiraissioners.  Also,  to  establish, 
construct,  locate,  maintain,  operate,  replace,  repair, 
extend  or  enlarge  any  water  supply,  water  main,  sev;er 
and/or  drain  of  any  kind  and  every  kind,  nature  and 
description  and  appurtenances  thereof,  or  any  sewage 
disposal  plant  or  field,  reservoir,  dajn,  water  purifica- 
tion or  filtration  plant,  tank  or  pumping  station,  and 
all  other  facilities,  appurtenances  axid  adjuncts  that 
may  be  requirt;d  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

The  Commissioners  may  purchase  the  same  from  the  owners, 
or,  failing  to  agree  with  the  ovmer   or  owners  thereof, 
may  condemn  the  sarae,  except  \'vithin  the  territorial  lim- 
its of  Baltimore  City,  by  proceedings  in  the  Circuit 
Court  for  the  county  in  which  said  land,  structures  or 
buildings,  source  of  v/ater  supply,  stream  bed,  water  way, 
water  rights,  water  shed,  franchises,  water,  sewerage, 
or  drainage  systems  or  other  property  is  situated,  as 
now  provided  for  condemnation  of  land  by  public  service 
corporations  in  the  Code  of  Public 
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General  Laws  of  tiaryland.  The  Commissioners  may  likewise 
condemn  the  interest  of  any  taiant,  lessee  or  other  per- 
son having  an  interest   in  said  land,   structures,   or 
buildings,   source  of  water  supply,   stream  bed,  water  way, 
water  ri^ts,  water  shed,  franchises,  water,  sewerage, or 
drainage  systems,   or  other  property. 

Provision  is  also  made  that  at  any  time  after  ten  days 
follomng  the  return  and  recordation  of  the  verdict  or 
aiivard  in  the  proceedings,  the  Commissioners  may  enta? 
and  take  possession  of  the  property  so  condanned,  upon 
first  paying  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  the  amount  of  said 
avra.rd  and  all  costs  taxed  thereto,  notivithstanding  any 
appeal  or  further  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  defen- 
dant. 

The  provisions   of  this  Section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
properties,   plants,   franchises  and  rights  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  to  any  property, 
plants,   franchises  and  rights  that  may  be  hereafter 
acquired  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for 
the  protection  or  enlargement  of  its  water  supply, 
sewerage  storm  water  drainage,   or  refuse  disposal 
systems  or  any  other  of  its  utility  properties,   excqDt 
by  and  viith  the   consent  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of   said  city,  but  shall  apply  to  any  and  all  other 
property  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  which 
may,  at  the  time  of  condemnation,  be  subject  to  a  prior 
public  use  for  water   supply,  sewerage  and  drainage 
systems. 

Chapter  686  -  POST-mR  CONSTRUCTION  RESERVE  FUI©S 

The  County  Commissioners  of  any  county  and  the  proper  au- 
thorities of  any  city  or  other  political  sub-division  of 
the  State  are  hereby  authorized  to  create  a  Post-War 
Construction  Reserve  Fund,  from  v^hatever  source,   for 
post-war  capital  improvements,   deferred  maintenance  and 
equipment   replacements.      It  may,  in  the  formulation  of 
its  program,  apply  to  the  Post-Vfer  Planning  and  Develop- 
ment Commission  for  assistance,  cooperation  and  guidance 
in  the  creation  and  expenditure  of  funds  for  such  pro- 
jects, and  in  the  preparation  of  needed  long-term  im- 
provement programs.     Funds  created  for  this  purpose  may 
be  invested  in  Fedei^al  or  State  seciu"ities  with  the 
power  to  sell   same  vuhen  funds  are  needed  for  actual 
expenditure  for  purposes  outlined  above.     Notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  of  the  law  to  the  contrary,  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  prevail. 

For  the  proper  coordination  and  integration  of  the  vari- 
ous public  and  private  Post-War  Planning  Programs  all 
such  programs  of  the  political  sub-divisions  of  the 
State  and  of  private  organizations  or  groups  may  be 
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submitted  to  the  State  Commission  on  Post-War  Reconstruc- 
tion and  Development,  and  the    said  State  Commission  is 
authorized  to  give  considerations  to  the  development  of 
an  all-over  State  Post-War  Program  of  all  programs  coming 
from  local  and  private  sources.

Chapter  693  -  THE  COUNTY  GOl'liIS SIGNERS  ARE  AUTHORIZED  TO  TAKE  OVSl  AIO 
MAIKTAM  CERTAIN  ROADS  Bj  ANNE  ARUi\IDEL  COUI'JTY 

The  County  Comitiissi oners  of  Anne  Arundel  County  are 
authorized  to  take  over  and  maintain  various  roads  in 
Anne  Arundel  County. 

The  County  Comm.issioners  are  authorized  to  take  over 
certain  designated  raids,  lanes  and  paths  in  Anne  Arun- 
del County  which  do  not  meet  requirements  of  piiblic 
high'.mys  but   are,   nevertheless,  used  for  such  purposes, 
and  to  maintain  these  roads,  lanes  and  jaths  as  public 
roads. 


Chapter  694  -  BUILDIN'G  EI>JGINEER  FOR  BALTIIiiORE  COUNTY 

Provision  is  made  for  the  appointment   by  the  County  Com- 
nu-ssioners  of  Baltimore  County  of  a  Building  Engineer 
with  necessary  personnel  to  carry  out  the  building  code 
and  regulations    of  the  County. 

Authorizes  the  promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations 
#iich,  when  adopted  by  the  County  Commissioners,  will  be 
valid  and  effective  upon  all  building,   construction  or 
repairs  to  be  done  in  the  County. 

The  various  building  inspectors  throughout  the  County  are 
now  made  responsible  to  the  Building  Engineer.     Building 
permit  fees,  heretofore  retrained  by  the  inspectors  in  the 
various  districts,  are  now  to  be  paid  in  the  office  of 
the  Building  Engineer  simultaneous  with  obtaining  a  per- 
mit.    The  Building  Inspectors  of  Baltimore  County  shall, 
linder  the  direction  of  the  Building  Engineer,   perfonn 
such  duties  as  he  may  require  of  them  in  connection  with 
the  building  laws,   rules  and  regulations  of  the  County. 

Provision  is  also  made  ivhereby,  before  a  building  permit 
is  granted  to  an  applicant,  approval  by  the  Beard  of 
Health  of  Baltimore  County  is  required  covering  the  dis- 
posal of  '.'vaste,    sew.'age  and  drainage  from  the  building 
or  structure  for  which  a  permit  is  sought. 
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Chapter  700  -  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  A  DEPARTlffiNT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS  FOR  BALTIMORE 
COUNTY 

Authority  is  granted  the  County  Coininissioners  of  Baltimore 
County  to  establish  a.  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the 
County  for  the  purpose  of  integrating  the  various  depart- 
mental functions  of  the  County. 

Represented  on  the  Department  of  Public  Viforks  will  be  a 
Chief  Engineer,  to  be  appointed  by  the  County  Commission- 
ers, vfho  will  serve  as  President  for  the  Department,  a 
Roads  Engineer,  Building  Engineer,  Chief  Sanitary  Engineer 
of  the  Metropolitan  District,  Supervisor  of  Garbage  and 
Cleaning,  the  County  Surveyor  and  the  Zoning  Commissioner. 

The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall 
have  supervision  over  all  engineering  questions  and  over 
all  matters  concerned  or  connected  with  any  and  every  pub- 
lic improvement  in  Baltimore  County  made  by  the  County  Com- 
missioners or  any  department,  office,  board,  commission  or 
aguncy  thereof.  All  plans  and  specifications  for  such 
public  improvements  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Chief  Engin- 
eer and  be  subject  to  his  approval. 


Chapter  7O3  -  PERMITTING  THE  USE  OF  FUNDS  NOW  ON  HAND  FOR  liAINTEMANCE  OF 
COUNTY  ROADS  kW   BRIDGES 

Provides  that  funds  accumulated  to  the  credit  of  the  State 
Roads  Commission,  together  with  the  proceeds  to  be  derived 
from  its  "One  and  one-half  cent  Lateral  Road  Gasoline  Tax 
Fujid"  for  the  period  of  duration  of  the  present  war  and 
six  months  thereafter,  be  allocated  to  the  counties  in 
that  proportion  used  for  19i!^l,  which  the  public  road 
Jiiileauge  of  the  several  counties  bears  to  the  entire  public 
road  mileage  in  the  counties  of  the  State.  These  appro- 
priations are  to  be  used  for  maintenance  of  roads  and 
bridges  already  constructed  in  said  counties,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  County  Commissioners  in  each  County. 


Chapter  707  -  AUTHORIZING  TliE  C0I,2vIISSI0N  OF  TIDEIfiiATER  FISHERIES  TO  WAiE 
RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  AS  TO  TAKING  OR  CATCHIiC  OF  CRABS 

The  authority  of  the  Coj.mission  of  Tidewater  Fisheries 
is  extended,  empowering  it  to  make  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions which  may  restrict  the  taking  or  catching  of  crabs, 
the  possession  thereof,  the  methods  by  which  crabs  may 
be  taken,  to  close  or  open  any  specified  area  for  the 
taking  or  catching  of  crabs,  to  prohibit  or  restrict 
devices  used,  and  to  establish  seasons  for  the  taking 
thereof. 
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Authority  is  also  granted  to  establish  minirauni  size 
limits  for  hard,  soft  and  peeler  crabs,  and  to  make 
regulations  with  respect  to  taking  and  possessing  any- 
fat  crab,  or  any  crab  known  as  snot  crab,  green  crab  or 
buckram  crab. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  public  hearings  regarding  such 
regulations  before  they  are  to  take  effect. 

Chapter  709  -  AUTHORIZES  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  \JOBKS   TO  APPLY  EXCESS  RECEIPTS 
TO  REDUCE  STATE  DEBT 

Provision  is  made  that  if  revenues  derived  from  the  State 
Income  Tax  and  other  sources  of  revenue,  including  the 
surplus  carried  over  from  the  preceding  fiscal  year  for 
the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  19A3  and  June  30,  19AA} 
exceed  the  appropriations  for  this  period,  as  contained 
in  the  State  Budget  by  more  than  $2,000,000,  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  may  designate  all  or  any  part  of  such 
excess  revenues  to  the  payment  of  interest  and  principal 
of  the  State  debt,  payable  during  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
ending  June  3O,  1%U,   and  June  30,  19ii5. 

Such  excess  revenues  may  be  used  exclusively  for  this  and 
no  other  purpose.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  dedicated 
funds . 

The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  operate  to  reduce  the  State 
tax  rate  on  real  and  personal  property  f  oi"  the  f  iscl  years 
ending  June  30,  19UU  and  June  30,  19 A5. 


Chapter  710  -  EXCERPT  PROM  THE  APPROVED  BUDGET  BILL  COVERING  EiffiRGMCY 
AND  POST-WAR  APPROPRIATIONS 

The  follovdng  provisions  are  included  in  the  19/!^/^-19/^5 
Budget,  from  the  General  Funds: 

(1)  Vtfar  Emergency  Funds;  Provides  $500,000  for  each 
of  the  fiscal  years  of  13UA   and  19A5  to  meet 
obligations  arising  out  of  the  war  emergency. 

(2)  General  Emergency  Fund;  Provides  $500,000  for 
each  of  the  fiscal  years  of  19 Vf  and  19A5  to 
supplement  appropriations  in  the  Budget  for 
these  two  fisccl  years,  where  it  is  found 

that  changed  economic  conditions  have  increased 
the  operating  expenses  of  the  State  Government 
beyond  that  contemplated  at  the  tL-ne  the  budget 
was  prepared. 
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(3)  Post-V>far  Construction  Fxind;  The  sum  of  $2,000,000 
was  rnade  available  for  the  construction  and  other 
capital  improvements  at  State  Institutions,  and 
for  other  agencies,  in  connection  with  carrying 
out  any  program  to  be  adopted  by  the  State  in 
providing  for  post-war  projects.

Chapter  715  -  TliREE  COUNTY  COI.UIESSIONEII  FORM  OF  GOVERNMENT  FOR  ANNE 
ARUNDEL  COUNTY  (Subject  to  Referendum) 

Provides  for  the  election  of  three  County  Commissioners, 
instead  of  eight  now  holding  office.  This  to  become 
effective  upon  the  approval  of  the  electorate  of  Anne 
Arundel  County  by  a  referendum  to  be  held  during 
November,  19A-6. 

Chapter  717  -  STATE-VvTDE  CONTINUOUS  ASSESSlilENT 

Provides  for  the  enforcement  and  execution  of  a  continu- 
ing method  of  assessment  whereby  all  assessable  property 
in  every  county  and  in  Baltimore  City  shall  be  completely 
reviewed  at  least  once  in  every  five  years.  Provision  is 
made  for  full-time  salaried  personnel  to  carry  out  the 
program. 

The  County  Commissioners  in  each  county  are  authorized 
and  empo'."fered  (but  are  not  required)  to  create  an  Appeal  ■ 
Tax  Court  whose  function  shall  be  to  hear  and  determine 
tax  appeals,  or  to  reassess  and  classify  property  for 
purposes  of  taxation.  Decisions  of  the  Appeal  Tax  Court 
are  subject  to  a  right  of  appeal  to  the  State  Tax  Commis- 
sion, as  is  now  provided  in  the  case  of  assessments  by 
County  Commissioners.  In  cases  \vhere  the  County  Commis- 
sioners do  not  e].ect  to  create  an  Appeal  Tax  Court  for  the 
coiinty,  the  present  functions  of  the  Co^intj'-  Commissioners 
pertaining  to  assessments,  classifications  and  determina- 
tion of  tax  appeals  for  property  within  the  county  shall 
be  in  effect.

Chapter  722  -  FOREST  CONSER.VANCY  DISTRICTS 

Authorization  is  given  to  the  Commission  of  State  Forests 
and  Parks  to  divide  the  State  into  as  many  convenient 
districts  as  may  be  appropriate  to  promote  private  for- 
estry by  assisting  land  owners  in  forest  management,  the 
planting  of  trees,  the  conservation  and  development  of 
tree  crops,  the  protection  of  forests  from  fires,  insects 
and  diseases. 
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To  make  available  to  landoivners  the  services  of  a  District 
Forester  who  may  aid  and  advise  them  \vith  their  forest 
and  tree  crop  problems. 

To  assist  the  Coiinty  Assessors  in  their  appraisal  of 
grovrth  of  forest  lands  for  tax  purposes. 

To  disseminate  forest  conservation  information  and  collect 
data  relative  to  the  forest  conservation  problems  of  the 
State. 

To  secure  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  United 
States  and  any  of  its  agencies  and  the  agencies  of  this 
State  in  the  conservation  of  the  forest  resources  of  the 
, State. 

To  assist  private  owners  of  forest  land  by  advice  as  to 
the  construction  of  flood  control  measures,  seeding  and 
planting  of  waste  slopes,  abandoned  or  eroded  lands,  and 
the  development  of  wild  life  by  the  planting  of  food  or 
cover  producing  trees,  bushes  and  shrubs » 

The  District  Forestry  Boards  shall  receive  and  pass  on 
proposed  work  plans  for  the  cutting  of  forest  lands. 
From  the  decisions  of  such  Boards  appeal  may  be  taken 
•  to  the  State  Commission,  as  hereinbefore  provided.  Dis- 
trict Boards  shall,  subject  to  the  general  jurisdiction 
and  regulations  of  the  Commission  of  State  Forests  and 
Parks,  perform  all  acts  reasonable  and  necessary  to  attain 
the  objectives  of  this  sub-title,  and  shall  keep  the  Com- 
mission of  State  Forests  and  Parks  advised  of  the  state  of 
affairs  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  this  sub- 
title and  make  annual  report  to  the  Commission  of  State 
Forests  end  Parks  in  connection  therewith. 

The  representatives  of  the  United  States  Forest  Service 
and  the  Agricultural  Extension  Service  may  meet  with  the 
Department  of  State  Forests  and  Parks  as  an  advisory  body 
in  the  execution  of  this  program. 

Chapter  7^6  -  CONSTRUCTION  AND  REPAIRS  TO  SCHOOLS  AT  NORTH  GLADE  ;JID'. 
McHENRY,  GARRETT  COUNTY 

Provides  for  the  construction  of  a  school  at  McHenry, 
estL-aated  to  cost  $10,000. 

Also  the  construction  and  furnishing  of  a  school  at  North 
Glade,  to  cost  $8,000,  and  for  repairs  to  other  school 
buildings  in  Garrett  County,  as  the  County  Board  of  Educa- 
tion may  designate. 
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Chapter  747  -  CONSTRUCTICW  AND  IMPROVHaEOT  TO  SCHOOL  AT  OAKLAND, GARRETT 
COUNTY 

Authorizes  the  County  Commissioners  and  the  Board  of 
Education  of  Garrett  County  to  raise  $12,500  for  im- 
provements and  additions  to  existing  structure  of  the 
present  high  school  at  Oakland, 

Chapter  778  -  AUTHORIZES  COMMISSI a\I  OF  TIDEmTER  FISHERIES  TO  PLANT  AND 
TRAI^'SPLMT  SEED  OYSTERS  WITHM  THE  STi'^TE 

Authority  is  granted  the  Commission  of  Tidewater  Fish- 
eries for  the  development  of   new  seed  areas  and  the 
effective  use  of  young  oysters  produced  by  a   selective 
planting  program.     It  fui^ther  provides  that  the  Com- 
mission may  transplant,  at  its  discretion,   such  othar 
seed  oysters  as  may  have  accumulated,  or  may  from  time 
to  time  accumulate,  in  areas  where  it  is  not  likely 
they  will  properly  develop. 


Chapter  806  -  DELETING  PORTION  OF   CHEVY  CHASE  FROM  THE  JIHISDICTION  OF 
THE  MONTGOMERY  COUNTY  SUBURBt'iN  DISTRICT 

Provision  is  made  whereby  a  portion  of  Chevy  Chase  in 
Montgomery  County  is  to  be  mthdrawn  from  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Montgomery  County  Suburban  District. 

The  ovmers  of  property  in  this  area  shall  not  be  levied 
upon  for  taxes  applicable  to  the  Montgcanery  County  Sub- 
urban district,  ncr  shall  any  indebtedness  of  the  Dis- 
trict,  incurred  after  the   effective  date  of  this  Act, 
be  a  lien  upon  any  property  included  within  the  said 
area,  provided  that  any  future  levy,   or  any  bond  or 
indebtedness  of  the  said  District  incurred  before  the 
effective  date  of  this  Act,  or  any  extension,  refinanc- 
ing or  renewal  thereof  shall  include  the  owners  and  be 
a  lien  upon  their  property  within  the  excluded  area. 


Chapter  807  -  AMMEX^TION  TO  CHEVY  CHASE,  MONTGOMERY  COUNTY 

Provision  is  made  for  extending  the  corporate  limits  of 
Chevy  Chase  and  for  the   taxing  of  the  added  area. 

The  area  so  annexed  is    to  be  taxed  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  property  heretofore  consider- 
ed part  of  Chevy  Chase. 


Chapter   837  -  AUTHORIZES  THE  APPOINTMEIW  OF  ^^  CITY  EIMGINEER  FOR  HaGERS- 
TOm,  TtiSHEIGTON  COJNTY 

Authority  is  granted  the  Mayor  and  Coiincil  of  Hagers- 
town  to  appoint  a  City  Engineer  for  the  City  of  Hagers- 
town. 
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Chapter   847  -  AUTHORIZATION  OF  ^^5 ,000,000  FOR  SANITARY  SEffiRAGE  iJ^D  STORM 
miER  DRiilNiGE  SYSTaiS  FOR  BALTIMORE  CITY 

Subject  to  the  approi/al  of  the  voters  of  Baltimore  City, 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  are  authorized 
to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  not  to  exceed 
$5,000,000  for  extending  and  improving  the   sanitary 
sewerage  and  storm  water   di'aina.ge  systems  of  Baltimore 
City,   including  the  construction  of  additional  sewage 
disposal  plants,  pumping  stations  and  other  appurte- 
nances; the  alteration,  repair  and  improvement  of   exist- 
ing serfage  disposal  plants,   pumping  stations  and  other 
appurt  enanc  e  s . 

Provision  is  also  made  for  the  acquisition  by  purchase 
or  condannation  of  any  and  all  sanitary  and  storm  water 
sewsrs,  serfage  disposal  plants,  pumping  stations  and 
other  appurtenances,    as  well  as  any  and  all  land  and 
property,   ajid  any  right,   interest,   franchise  interest, 
easement   or   privilege  therein,  as  may  be  necessary  for 
any  of  the  above  mentioned  purposes. 

Chapter  848  -  AUTHQRIZi.TION  OF  $10,000,000  FOR  ROAD  AiJD    STREET  IMPROVE- 
MENT PROGRAicI  FOR  B.iTIMORE  CITY 

Subject  to   the  approval  of  tlTe  voters  of  Baltimore  City, 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  are  authorised 
to  issue  bonds  not  to   exceed  $10,000,000  for  the  purpose 
of  condemning,   opening,  widening,    straightening,  closing, 
grading,  curbing  and  paving  streets,  avenues  and  alleys. 

The  Act  also  provides  for  the  construction  of  any 
bridges,  the  reconstruction  and  alteration  of  existirg 
bridges,  and  the  abolishing  of  grade  crossings  and  the 
construction,  reconstruction  and  alteration  of  grade 
separations  in  Baltimore  City. 

Chapter   864  -  ENL-'JIGING  Wi^TER  SYSTEvI  OF  NS/lf  WINDSOR,  CARROLL  COUNTY 

The  Commissioners  of  New  Vifindsor  are  authorized  to  issue 
bonds  in  an  amount   not  to   exceed  $20,000  for  the  purpose 
of  extending  and  enlarging  the  water  system  of  the  town 
of  Nevf  ?/indsor. 


Chapter  877  -  i>a^ffiI\iDING  ZONING  REGULkTIOWS  FOR  BALTIMORE  COUNTY 

Additional  authority  is   granted  the  County  Commissioners 
of  Baltimore  County  to  make  exceptions,  under  certain 
conditions,  to  the  provisions   of  the  zoning  regulations. 

These  exceptions,   however,   should  be  in  hannony,  and 
their  general  purposes  and  intent   should  be  such  as  to 
carry  out  the  best  use  of  the  land  developed,particularly 
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where  they  affect  the  health,   safety  and  morals  of  the 
public.     The  Coanty  Commissioners  shall,  under  such  cir- 
cumstances, require  a  special  permit  from  the  Zoning 
Commissioner  for  such  a  deviation  of  use,  and  that  all 
decisions  of  the  Zoning  Commissioner,  with  respect  to 
such  special  permits,  shall  be  subject  to  the  appeal  of 
the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals. 


Chapter  896  -  BUILDING  REGULATIONS  FOR  DORCtESTER  COUNTY 

This  Act  requires  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  plan- 
ning to  build,   erect,  repair  or  improve  any  building  or 
structure  in  Dorchester  County,   costing  in  excess  of 
$500,  to  obtain  prior  thereto  a  permit  from  the  County 
Commis  sioners . 

Failure  to  obtain  a  permit  subjects  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  criminal  prosecution. 

Chapter   936  -  THE  STATE  ROADS  COK£[SSION  AUTHORIZED  TO  CONSTRUCT  BRIDGE 
OVER  STONEY  CREEK,  ANNE  ARU1\IDEL  COUNTY 

The  State  Roads  Commission  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  construct  a  new  bridge  over  Stoney  Creek  in  Anne 
Arundel  County.     One-half  of  the  cost  of  the  bridge  is 
to  be  borne  by  the  State  and  one-quarter  each  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  County  Com- 
missioners of  Anne  Arundel  County.       The  shares  of  the 
cost  to  be  borne  by  the  City  and  the  County  to  be  pay- 
able by  the  State  Roads  Commission  out   of  the   finds 
allocated  respectively  to  the  City  and  the  County  from 
the  "One  and  one-half  Cent  Lateral  Road  and  Gasoline 
Fund." 


Chapter   952  -  AUTHORIZES  THE  DISPOSAL  OF  SURPLUS  Ii\!VH\ITORIES  OF  PERSONAL 
PROPERTY  BY  TliB  STATE  AXTD  ITS  POLITICAL  SUB-DIVIS[OI\B 

Any  department,  agency,   or   political   sub-division  of  the 
State  may,   fran  tiine  to  time  during  the  continuance  of 
the  present  war,  whenever  it  is  deemed  in  the  public 
interest,   sell,   lease,  exchange  or  convey,  at  public  or 
private  sale,   upon  such  terms  or  conditions  as  deemed 
necessary  to  promote  the  public  welfare  and  to  expedite 
the  Tirar  effort,   any  surplus  inventory  or  inventories  of 
personal  property  that   it  has  in  its  possession,   or 
title  thereto 

Such  action  is,  however,  subject  to   the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works. 
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Chapter  971  -  EXTMSION  AND  AIMEX-VTION  OF  TERRITORY  CONTIGUOUS  TO  THE 
TOM  OF  RIVERDi^J^  IK  PRINCE  GEORGE'S  COUNTY 

Provision  is  made  that  any  laxid  that  may  be  acquired  by 
the  Maryland-National  Capital  Park  and  Planning  Commis- 
sion for  park  or  other  purposes  of  any  of  the  annexed 
land,  that  refunds  be  made  to  the  owners  of  any  property 
so  acquired,   of  any  municipal    taxes  paid  the  Tovjn  by 
the  o-vvnors,   for  the  unexpir-od  portion  of  the  tax  year 
following   such  acquisition. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Coujicil  of  Riverdale  are  authorized 
to  make  the  necessary  public    improvements  within  the 
area  annexed.      The  provision  of  this  Act   is  made  subject 
to  an  election  to  be  held  in  May,1943« 

Chapter   972  -  BALTILiCRE  WHOLESALE  FRUIT  ii,ND  VEGBr:i.BLE  iiJlICETS 

Authorizes  the   creation  of  a  Commission  on  Baltimore 
'.'(holesale  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Markets  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  vdiose  duty  it    shall  be  to    : 

(a)  Undertake   studies  a^id   surveys  of  the  produce 
markets  of  Baltimore  and  to  make  determinations 
as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  narket  facilities  and 
plans  for  their  improvaMOit, 

(b)  Formulate  a  prograiri  for  Improvement   of  these 
facilities  tc  eliminate  the  present  congestion 
and  loss  of  time  in  handling  produce. 

(c)  Make  a  report  on  its  findings  to  the  Governor, 
the  Mayer  of  the  City  of   Baltimore  and  the 
Legislative  Council  by  October  1,1944. 


Chaptcsr   981  -  COiiUSSlOlI  ON  POST-VJ^R  RECONSTRUCTION  AND  DEVET.OPMENT 

Provides  for  the  creation  of   a  Commission  on  Post- War 
Reconstruction  and  Developmentto   study  and  formulate 
a  post-^var  program  for  the   State. 

This  Commission   diall  include  representation  from  the 
State  Planning  Commission,   industiy,  labor,    Unance 
and  the  general  public  , 

The  Comnission  is  charged  vri.th  the   following 
responsibilities: 

(a)  To  formulate  at  the  earliest  practicable  time  a 
program  of  public  work  projects  to  be  commenced  on 
the  cessation  of  the  present  war,  vri. th  a  particu- 
lar vievf  to  the  onployment   possibilities  of  the 
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various  projects;  such  program  shall  be  consis- 
tent v/ith  the  funds  heretofore  and  hereafter 
made  available  by  the  State  or  by  local  sub- 
divisions thereof J 

(b)  To  undertake  surveys  and  studies  concerning  the 
planning  and  design  of  grade  crossing  elimina- 
tions, highways,  paricways,  public  woiics,  public 
housing,  buildings  and  structures  for  State  De- 
partments and  Commissions;  airway  terminals, 
bridges  and  other  similar  projects,  so  that  the 
status,  scope,  cost,  available  employment  possi- 
bilities, materials  and  equipment  needed  for  the 
execution  of  such  projects  after  the  present  war 
may  be  promptly  available  to  officials  and  to  the 
public ; 

(c)  To  prepare  and  maintain  current  progress  informa- 
tion on  the  planning  and  design  of  post-war 
projects  of  State  agencies  and  of  the  Counties, 
Miinicipalities  and  Incorporated  Towns  of  the 
State,  and  to  encourage  and  aid  such  planning 
and  design; 

(d)  To  maintain  liaison  with  Federal  officials  and 
agencies  concerned  with  post-war  planning,  so 
that  State  and  Federal  Governments  may  avoid 
duplication  of  effort  and  efficiently  coordinate 
their  work; 

(e)  To  compile  information  and  to  formulate  details 
as  to  the  methods  by  which  men  and  women  released 
from  the  armed  forces  can  be  best  placed  in  the 
business  and  industrial  life  of  the  State  in  the 
readjustment  period  follovxing  the  cessation  of 
the  present  war; 

(f)  To  make  semi-annual  reports  of  the  work  done  by 
it  and  the  plans  formulated  by  it  to  the  Governor 
and  to  the  Legislative  Council. 

The  Commission  is  authorised  and  empowered  to  receive  funds 
from  the  United  States  Government,  or  any  agent  thereof, 
for  purposes  of  post-war  planning.  The  Commission  is  fur- 
ther authorized  and  empowered  to  make  definite  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  expenditure,  use 
and  allocation  of  funds  provided  in  the  State  Budget,  or 
otherwise,  for  post-war  construction. 

(See  Appendices  for  Copy  of  Act) 
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Chapter  991  -  CREATION  OF  SANITARY  DISTRICTS  IN  HOWARD  COUNTY 

The  Act  provides  for  the  creation  of  a  corporate  body  to 
be  known  as  the  "Howard  County  Metropolitan  District" 
;vith  authority  to  establish  sanitary  districts  in  the 
County  and  provide  specific  services  therein. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  the  construction,  maintenance, 
operation,  purchase  or  condemnation  of  water  supply,  sewei*- 
age  and  drainage  systems,  or  extension  of  such  system  or 
systems,  and  the  purchase  and  condemnation  of  any  land, 
structures  or  buildings,  or  any  stream  bed,  xvater  way, 
vifater  rights  or  water  shed,  or  any  right  therein  required 
for  use  in  the  construction,  maintenance  or  operation  of 
water  supply,  sewage  and  drainage  systems. 

Provides  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  construction  and 
authorizes  the  levy  of  taxes,  assessments  and  benefits, 
water  charges  and  rates  for  the  payment  of  bonds  in  each 
of  the  several  districts. 


Chapter  992  -  MRYLAND-WASHINGTON  REGIONAL  DISTRICT  IN  MONTGOMERY  COUNTY 

Amends  and  re-enacts  existing  regulations  for  that  por- 
tion of  Montgomery  County  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Maryland-Vifashington  Regional  District  as  a  bi-county  Act 
applicable  to  the  Maryland-Washington  Regional  District 
in  Montgomery  and  Prince  George's  counties,  heretofore 
provided  for  by  public  local  laws  of  each  county. 

Provision  is  also  jnade  for  extending  the  .jurisdictional 
area  of  the  Maryland-Vfeshington  Regional  District  in 
Montgomery  County. 


Chapter  1000  -  14ARYLAND  ROADSIDE  COUi'ICIL 

Provides  for  the  creation  of  a  Maryland  Roadside  Council 
consisting  of  representation  from  the  State  Roads  Commis- 
sion, the  Automobile  Club  of  Maryland,  the  Womens •  Civic 
League  of  Maryland,  the  Federated  Garden  Clubs  of  Maryland, 
the  petroleum  industry,  the  outdoor  advertising  business, 
the  State  Planning  Coinmission,  the  Commission  on  Post-War 
Reconstruction  and  Development,  the  Association  of  County 
Commissioners  3f  the  Eastern  Shore,  and  the  Association  of 
County  Commissioners  of  the  Western  Shore. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  study  and  investi- 
gate plans,  means  and  methods  (1)  to  reduce  the  hazards  to 
vehicles,  property  or  persons  on  or  near  main  highways  of 
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the  State  arising  from  structures  on  land  near  and  along 
the  hi^iways,  and  from  the  design,  location  and  number  of 
points  of  access  to  the  highways;  (2)  to  reduce  or  prevent 
congestion  and  interference  with  traffic  on  main  highways 
arising  from  such  structures,  uses  and  plans  of  access; 
(3)  to  maintain  the  traffic  carrying  capacity  of  main 
hi^ways  of  the  State;  (/^)  to  preserve  the  value  and 
permanence  of  the  investment  of  the  State  in  its  main 
highways;  and  (5)  to  increase  and  preserve  the  attrac- 
tiveness and  beauty  of  the  main  highways  and  surrounding 
areas  of  the  State,  and  their  value  and  usefulness  for 
the  citizens  of  the  State,  and  for  tourists. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  correlate 
its  findings  and  advise  the  Governor,  the  Legislative 
Council,  and  the  Legislature  thereof,  as  well  as  of  its 
recommendations  as  to  the  most  practical  and  feasible 
way  to  accomplish  the  purposes,  aims  and  results  which 
the  Council  is  directed  by  this  Act  to  bring  about. 

The  Council  may  request  and  receive  from  any  department, 
board,  bureau,  commission  or  agency  of  the  State,  or  of 
any  political  sub-division  thereof,  such  expert  and  pro- 
fessional advice,  assistance  and  data  as  will  enable  it 
to  properly  carry  out  its  activities  and  effectuate  its 
purposes  hereunder,  ?jid  such  State  department,  board, 
bureau,  commission  or  agency  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  cooperate  as  far  as  may  be  practicable  with  the  Council 
in  the  furtherance  of  its  purposes  and  aims.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
(three-fifths  of  all  members  of  each  of  the  tvro  Houses  concurring). 
That  the  following  Article  to  follow  immediately  after  Article 
XI-A,  and  to  be  knov/n  as  Article  Xl-B,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Maryland,  which 
Article,  if  adopted  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  as  herein  provided,  shall  thereby,  by  such  adoption, 
be  and  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland. 


XI-B. 

BALTIMORE  REDEVELOPMENT  COMJCLSSION 

Section  1.  The  General  A.ssembly  of  Maryland,  by  public  local 
law,  may  authorize  the  Mayor  ajid  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to 
create  a  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission.  Any  public  local 
law  authorizing  the  creation  of  the  B'altiinore  Redevelopment  Com- 
mission shall  contain  the  following  provisions: 

(a)  The  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission  shall  come  into 
being  only  when  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  pass  a  reso- 
lution that  there  is  need  for  the  establishment  of  such  a  Com- 
mission in  the  City  of  Baltimore.  Vftien  the  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more adopts  such  a  resolution,  it  shall  promptly  'notify  the  Mayor 
of  Baltimore  City  of  such  adoption.  Upon  receiving  such  notice 
and  approving  said  resolution,  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  five  per- 
sons (or  such  additional  number  of  persons  as  the  General  Assembly 
may  provide  in  said  public  local  law),  as  Commissioners  of  the 
Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission.  The  Commissioners  shall  serve 
for  such  terms  and  sha^ll  receive  such  compensation  the  General 
Assembly  may  provide  in  said  public  local  law. 

(b)  The  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission,  vAien   created,  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  acouire  land  in  slums  and  blighted 
areas  in  Baltimore  City  by  purchase,  lease  or  condemnation,  and 

to  reconvey  any  such  land  by  sale  or  lease  for  redevelopment,  in 
accordance  with  a  redevelopment  plan  for  Baltimore  City,  provided 
that  such  redevelopment  plan  has  first  been  approved  by  the  Com- 
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mission  on  City  Plan  of  Baltimore  City;  and  provided  further 
that  no  such  slum  or  blighted  area  to  be  acquired  shall  be 
less  than  tight  acres  or  more  than  eighty  acres.  The  term^ 
"slum"  shall  mtan  any  area  where  dwellings  predominate,  v/hich 
by  reason  of  depreciation,  overcrowding,  faulty  arrangement 
or  design,  lack  of  ventilation,  light  or  sanitary  facilities, 
or  any  combination  of  these  factors,  are  detrimental  to  the 
public  safety,  hoalth  or  morals.  The  term  "blighted  area" 
shall  mean  an  area  in  which  a  majority  of  the  buildings  have 
declined  in  productivity  by  reason  of  obsolescence,  deprecia- 
tion or  other  causes  to  an  octent  they  no  longer  justify 
fundajnental  repairs  and  adequate  iTiaintenance, 

(c)  The  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Co:nmission  shall  have  au- 
thority to  use  tht.  poTJ-er  of  eminent  doinadn  to  acquire  any  land 
needed  for  any  redevelopment  project;  provided,  however,  that 
the  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission  shall  ha.vc  first  ob- 
tfined  options  upon  or  shall  have  purchased  at  least  50  per- 
centum  of  such  land  area  required  for  any  such  redevelopment 
project.  Property  already  devoted  to  a  public  use  may  be 
acquired  by  the  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Coaraission;  provided, 
howevv^r,  that  no  real  property  belonging  to  the  State  of 
Maryland  or  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  be 
acquired  without  the  consent  of  said  State  or  of  said  City, 

as  the  case  may  be.  No  property  taken  by  the  Baltimore  Re- 
development Commission,  by  exercise  of  the  poviev  of  eminent 
dom^^in,  shall  be  taken  vdthout  just  compensation,  as  agreed 
upon  between  the  parties,  or  i-.v/arded  by  a  Jury. 

(d)  The  BaltijiDre  Redevelopment  Commission  shall  have  power 
to  petition  the  United  States  of  America  for  loans  of  money 
and  to  receive  from  the  United  States  of  America  such  loans  to 
be  used  in  the  acquisition  of  land  in  slums  and  blighted  areas 
for  redevelopment  and  for  use  in  the  preparation  of  any  redevel- 
opment plan. 

(e)  The  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission  shall  have  power 
to  reconvey  any  land  acquired  by  it,  either  by  purchase,  lease 
or  condemnation  to  any  private  corporations,  companies,  partner- 
ships, or  persons,  for  redevelopment  and  rebuilding,  at  a  price 
consistent  with  the  new  uses  which  the  Commission  on  City  Plan 
shall  prescribe  for  such  land,  even  though  such  price  may  be 
below  the  original  cost  of  acquisition.  The  Baltinore  Redevelop- 
ment Commission  shall  have  power  to  include  in  the  terms  of  sale 
or  leases  of  land  to  private  corporations,  companies,  partner- 
ships, or  persons,  provisions  obligating  the  purchasers  or 
lessees  of  such  land  to  begin  the  building  of  improvements  with- 
in a  reasonable  period  of  time;  and  to  include  in  such  contracts,

Article  1^.     Authorizing  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  establish  a  Land  Development  Commission, 
virith  certain  pov»ers  and  subject  to  certain  lixiitations. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryls^.nd, 
That  a  new  i^aragrnph  be  and  the  seme  is  hereby  added  to  Section 
6  of  Article  A  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland 
(1938  Mition),  title  "Baltimore  City",  sub-title  "General  Powers", 
to  be  headed  "(13A)  Land  Development  Commission",  and  to  follow 
ojnmediati-jly  after  the  paragraph  headed  "(13)  Jones'  Falls",  of 
said  Section  6  of  Article  4,  which  said  new  paragraph  shall  read 
as  follows: 

(13A)   LAND  DEVSLOPMEI^T  COL&ilSSION 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  enable 
and  empower  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  accomplish 
a  public  purpose,  namely  the  elimination  of  certain  blighted  areas 
ajid  slums  in  Baltimore  City  and  the  erection  of  lov^f  rent  housing 
and  collateral  facilities.  It  is  further  declared  that,  in 
Baltimore  City  there  exist  slums  and  insanitary  housing  conditions 
owing  to  obsolescence,  excessive  land  coverage,  lack  of  planning, 
lack  of  public  facilities,  light,  air  and  spacer  that  persons  of 
low  income  are  forced  to  reside  in  such  insanitary  and  unsafe 
accommodations,  which  cause  an  increase  and  spread  of  disease  and 
crime  and  constitute  a  menace  to  the  health,  safety,  morals  and 
welfare  of  residtnts  of  Baltimore  City;  that  the  slums  and  blighted 
areas  cannot  be  eliminated  or  the  areas  be  ruhabilitatud  without 
proper  planning  and  supervision  by  some  public  agency;  that  the 
exodus  of  population  from  such  areas  results  in  further  deprecia- 
tion and  added  cost  to  the  City  to  provide  all  public  services; 
that  the  prevalence  of  the  above-mentioned  conditions  are  conducive 
to  ill  health,  transmission  of  disease,  infant  mortality,  juvenile 
delinquency,  crime  and  poverty,  and  that  it  is  desirable  and  to  the 
material  interest  of  the  public  to  create  a  publically  supervised 
medium  through  vjhich  private  capital,  contractors,  builders  and 
other  simlar  private  inttrests  may  be  encouraged  to  undertake  on 
a  substantial  scale  the  risks  of  re-development  of  such  blighted  and 
slum  areas. 
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As  used  in  this  Act  the  term  "blighted  areas"  means  any  area  in 
Baltimore  City  where  obsolescence  and  other  factors  have  brought 
about  conditions  which  render  the  majority  of  the  property  unfit 
for  human  habitation  or  unproductive  from  the  standpoint  of  taxes 
to  the  city  and  ivhere  fundamental  repairs  and  adequate  maintenance 
are  no  longer  practicable.  The  term  "slum"  means  any  area  in 
Baltimore  City  in  which  a  majority  of  the  dwellings  are  detrimental 
to  the  health,  safety  or  morals  of  the  occupants  by  reason  of  delap- 
idation,  over-crowding,  faulty  arrangements,  lack  of  ventilation, 
light  or  sanitary  conditions  or  any  combination  of  these  factors. 
The  term  "redevelopmt^nt  plan"  means  a  plan  for  the  re-development 
of  all  or  any  part  of  a  slum  or  blighted  area,  including  any 
amendments  thereto  made  or  approved  by  a  Land  Development  Com- 
mission of  Baltimore  City,  formed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act.  A  redevelopment  plan  shall  include:  (1)  land  to  be 
acquired  for  re-development  pvirposes  or  uses;  (2)  minimum  require- 
ments and  standards  for  construction  of  all  buildings  in  the  said 
areas,  including  plumbing,  electrical  and  other  facilities. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  hereby  given  authority 
to  create  a  public  corporation  for  Baltimore  City,  said  corporation 
to  be  known  as  the  "Lajnd  Development  Commission"  of  Baltimore  City, 
to  be  composed  of  five  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
city,  for  terms  of  five  years,  but  of  those  first  appointed,  one 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  one  for  a  term  of  two  years,  one 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  one  for 
a  term  of  five  years.  One  of  said  persons  shall  be  designated  by 
the  Mayor  as  Chairman  of  said  Land  Development  Commission.  Their 
successors  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  five  years  each  and  all 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Mayor  for  the  un- 
expired term.  Three  of  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  have  had  at 
least  five  years  of  professional  or  vocational  activity  in  vrork 
relating  to  urban  land  use,  architecture,  development  engineering, 
city  planning,  land  development,  mortgage  financing,  or  real  estate, 
and  the  other  two  shall  bu  representative  citizens  who  are  interested 
in  community  and  civic  affairs .  The  members  of  said  Land  Development 
Commission  shall  serve  without  compensation  but  it  may  appoint  an 
executive-secretary  to  conduct  the  administrative  details  of  its  work 
and  such  other  assistants  and  employtes  as  ma.y  be  necessary  to  perform 
the  duties  imposed  upon  said  Land  Development  Co. amission  by  this  Act, 
all  of  irifi-iom,  including  the  Executive  Secretary,  shall  be  appointed 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  City  Service  Commission.  Suf- 
ficient funds  may  be-  appropriated  by  the  city  to  pay  the  compensation 
of  such  employees  and  the  other  expenses  of  the  Commission.  The 
Mayor  and  City  Council  may  advance  to  the  Commission  in  its  discretion, 
such  other  funds  as  m?y  be  needed  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
Act. 

The  Land  Development  Commission  sh?.ll  have  povrer  and  authority  to: 
(n.)  acquire  by  purchase,  lease  or  condemnation,  real  estate  in  slums 
and  blighted  areas  for  re-development,  in  accordance  with  plans  to 
be  ma,de  under  the  authority  of  this  Act  for  the  re-development  of  such 
areas.  Before  any  such  re-development  plans  shall  become  effective, 
they  shall  be  approved  by  the  Commission  on  City  Flp.n   of  Baltimore  City 
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and  conforraed  to  any  zoning  uses  and  regulations.  No  construction 
work  shall  be  undertaken  until  such  plans  shall  have  been  so  ap- 
proved, nor  shall  any  re-development  plan  be  approved  by  the  Com- 
mi.ssion  on  City  Plan  unless  at  least  an  area  of  eight  acres  of  slums 
or  blighted  areas  have  been  acquired.  Specific  acts  of  the  Land 
Development  Commission  in  the  acquisition  of  land  and  subsequent 
transfer  or  lease  of  such  land  to  private  developers  shall  in  each 
case  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  (b)  Use  power  of  eminent  domain  to  condemn  and  acquire 
land  in  the  slums  and  blighted  areas  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in 
this  Article,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  Land  Development  Commission 
have  the  right  to  exercise  the  power  of  condemnation  unless  at  least 
sixty  per  cent  of  the  area  of  the  slums  or  blighted  areas  involved

re-development  plan  or  plans  for  a  slum  or  blighted  area  or  areas, 
as  passed  upon  bj--  the  Cojmaission  on  City  Plan,  as  referred  to  in 
Article  U   (a),   (e)'  Sell,  lease,  transfer  or  convey  land  acquired, 
either  by  sale,  lease  or  condemnation  to  private  corporations, 
firms  or  persons  for  re-development  and  rebuilding,  providing  the 
sales  or  leases  are  at  prices  consistent  v\dth  the  new  uses  vfhich 
the  Commission  on  City  Plan  shall  prescribe  for  such  land.  Before 
any  land  can  be  sold,  leased,  transferred  or  conveyed  by  said  Land 
Development  Commission  to  any  corporation,  firm  or  person,  it  shall 
receive  assurance  of  the  financial  responsibility  of  such  corporation, 
firm  or  person  and  shall  require  the  giving  of  a  perforrapnce  bond  or 
bonds  to  assure  that  the  re-development  plan  will  be  carried  through 
to  completion,  (f)  Require  in  any  sale  or  lease  of  land  to  any 
corporation,  firm  or  person  provisions  obligating  the  purchasers  or 
lessees  of  such  land  to  begin  the  building  or  improvements  within  a 
reasonable  period  of  time,  and  appropriate  covenants  and  restrictions 
in  the  contract  of  sale  to  maintain  proper  standards  of  population 
density,  property  maintenance,  type  of  land  use  and  architectural 
standards  established  for  the  particular  neigiiborhood  in  which  the 
property  is  situated  and  all  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  re-develop- 
ment plan  approved  by  the  Land  Development  Commission,   (g)  Make 
agreements  with  local  taxing  authorities  under  which  the  annual  use 
value  shall  be  the  principal  factor  in  determining  the  value  for 
taxation  of  the  land  sold  by  the  Land  Development  Commission  and  all 
improvements  _  effected  thereon. 

The  said  Land  Development  Commission  while  having  all  the  afore^ 
going  enumerated  powers  shall  not  be  a  building  or  construction 
agency.  All  condemnation  proceedings  under  the  power  of  eminent 
domf.in  conferred  upon  the  said  Commission  by  this  Article  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  Article  33A  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland. 
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In  no  case  shall  the  Coinmission  make  any  profit  on  land  acquired 
through  condemnation.  The  GojTmission  shall  have  no  power  to  use 
the  faith  and  credit  of  Bnltiraore  City  or  State  of  Maryland  in 
acquiring  land  either  by  purchase,  lease  or  condoinnation  and 
shall  not  have  or  exercise  any  taxing  power. 

In  the  acquisition  of  land,  either  by  purchase,  lease  or  con-

Commission. 


Section  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
That  two  new  sections  be  and  they  are  hereby  added  to  Article  88C 
of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland    (1939  Edition),   title  "State 
Planning  Commission",    said  nevf  sections  to  be  known  as  Sections 
7  and  8,  to    be  under  sub-title  "Post-War  Construction  Planning 
and  Funds",   to  follow  immediately  after  Section  6  of  said  Article, 
and  to  read  as  fellows: 

7.  The  County  Commissioners  of  any  county  and    the    proper 
authorities  of  any  city  or  other  political  sub-division  of  the 
State  are  hereby  authorized  to  create  a  Post-War  Construction' 
Fund,    from  whatever  source,   for    post-war  capital  iinprovements, 
deferred  maintmance  and   equipment  replacements^  and  may  apply 
to  the  said  Post-War  Commission  for  its  assistance,    cooperation 
and  guidance  in  the  creation  and  expenditure  of  funds  for  such 
projects,  and  in  the    preparation  of  needed  long-term  improvonent 
programs.     Funds  created  for  this  purpose  may  be   invested  in 
Federal  or  State   securities  with  the  pov;er  to   sell  same  when  funds 
are  needed  for  actua.1  expenditure  for   purposes  outlined  above. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  the  law  to   the  contrary, 
the  provisions  of   this  Act  shall  prevail. 

8.  For  the  proper  coordination  and  integration  of   the  various 
public  and  private  Post-War  Planning  Prograins  all  such  programs 

of  the  ix)litical  subdivisions  of    the  State  and  of  private  organiza- 
tions or  groups  may  be  submitted  to  the  State  Commission  on  Post-War 
Reconstruction  and  Development,  and    the   said  State  Coimnission  is 
authorized  to  give  consideration  to  the  development   of  an  all-over 
State  Post-V/ar  Program  of  all  programs  coming  from  local  and  private 
sources. 

Sec.   2.     And  be  it  further  enacted,  That   this  Act  shall  take  effect

CHAPTER  710 


The  following  appropriations  are  made  from  the  General 
Fionds  of  the  State: 

Vfar  Emergency  Fund:   To  the  Board  of  Public  viJorks,  to  be 
used  as  an  Emergency  Fund  for  the  payment  of  obligations  in- 
curred by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  incident  to,  or  arising 
out  of,  the  war  emergency;  a  statement  of  the  expenditures 
therefrom  to  be  submitted  to  the  next  regular  session  of  the 
General  Assembly  or  to  any  special  session  which  might  be 
convened  in  the  meantime .

General  Emergency  Fund;   To  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
to  be  used  by  the  said  Board  in  supplementing  appropriations 
made  in  the  budgets  for  the  fiscal  years  19/^^  and  19A5  where 
it  is  found  that  regular  appropriations,  because  of  economic 
conditions,  are  insufficient  for  the  operating  expenses  of 
the  State  Government  beyond  those  which  were  contemplated  at 
the  time  of  the  preparation  of  the  budgets  for  these  fiscal 
years;  a  statement  of  the  expenditures  therefrom  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  next  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly 
or  to  any  special  session  v^hich  might  be  convened  in  the 
ra.eantime.

Post-War  Construction  Fund;  To  the  Board  of  Public  VJorks, 
for  construction  and  other  capital  improvements  at  State  in- 
stitutions, and  for  other  agencies,  in  connection  with  carry- 
ing out  any  program  to  be  adopted  by  the  State  in  providing 
for  post-war  projects,  the  sum  of  $2,000,000.00  to  be  avail- 
able July  1,  19A3>  The  amount  hereby  appropriated  being  a 
use  of  so  much  of  the  excess  General  Treasury  Funds  and  to 
be  supplemented  by  any  linexpended  balance  remaining  in  the 
General  Emergency  Fund  and  War  Emergency  Fund  appropriated  in 
this  budget .  This  sum  to  continue  to  be  available  until  it 
becomes  exhausted  for  the  purposes  for  wh.ich  it  is  appropriated, 
unless  otherwise  disposed  of  by  subsequent  action  of  the  General

The  salaries  of  all  Supervisors  shall  be  pi  id  monthly  by  the 
several  counties  and  the  Mayor  and  City   Council  of  Baltimore  who 
are  hereby  directed  to  levy  ;innually  such   sums  as  it  itay  require 
to  pay  the   s.ame. 

180*     Each  County  Supervisor  of  ■'Assessments  shall,    in  addition 
to  his  other  duties,   act  as  cliief  assessor  in  his  particular 
county,  with  such  additional  duties  as  the  State  Tax  Conimission 
shall  determine  and  designe.tc.     On  or   before  January  first,  1944^ 
each  of   the   several  Boards  of  County   Commissioners  in  this   State

186a,     A  majority  of  an  Appeal  Tax  Court   shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business,  the   performance     of  any 
duty  or  the   exercise  of   any  paiver  conferred  upon  such  Appeal   Tax 
Court.      The   Clerk  of   the   County  Commissioners  shall  act  as  Clerk 
of   the  Apiseal   Tax  Court  and    the   County  Commissioners  shall  provide 
such  additional  clerical  assistance  for   the  Appeal  Tax  Court  as 
nB.y  be  necessary.     The   determination  of  o.ny  hutter  brought  before 
the  'Appeal  Tax  Court   s1:b11  be  evidenced  by  a  written  order  signed  by 
a  iiGjcrity  of  its  members  and    filed  v/ith  its  Clerk. 

186b.     In  any  county  yhere  an  Appeal  Tax  Court  has  been  created 
by  resolution  of  the  County  Commissioners  as  provided  in  this  sub- 
title, the  County  Commissioners  of  such  county  shall  thereafter  teve 
no  Jurisdiction  to  hear  or   determine  tax  appeals,  or  to  assess, 
classify,   reassess  or  re-classify  property  for  purposes  of  taxation; 
but  all  such  powers  and  duties  shall  be  vested  in  the  Appeal  Tax 
Court,    subject  to   a  riglit   of  appeal  to  the  State  Tax  Commission,  a.s 
provided  in  the  case  of  assessments  by  the  County  Commissioners, 
Nothing  in  this    sub-title  shall  affect   the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  Appeal  Tax  Court  in  Baltimore  City,   as   prescribed  by  local  law 
and  ordinance.      The  provisions  of  this   sxib-title   shall  apply  only 
in  Baltimore  and  ilontgomory  counties. 

Sec.   4.     -^nd  be  it    further  enacted,   That   all  Acts  or    parts  of  Ji-cts 
of  any  Public  General  or  Public  Local  Laws  iijconsistent  vd.th  the 
provisions  of   this  Act   be;  and  the    s.arae   vxo  hereby  repealed.

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COMttSSION  ON  POST-WAR  RECONSTRUCTION  AND  DEVELOPMENT 

CHAPTER  981 


An  Act  to  create  a  Commission  on  Post-War  Reconstruction 
and  Development,  to  order  and  direct  the  preparation 
of  plans  and  specifications  for  public  works  and  proj- 
ects, to  prepare  plans  for  the  reemployment  read- 
justment of  service  men  and  vromen  on  their  release  from 
the  armed  forces. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
That  a  Coinraission  on  Poet-Vi/'ar  Reconstruction  and  Development  is 
hereby  created.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  not  more  than 
fifteen  (15)  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  serve  until 
June  1,  194.5.  All  members  shall  serve  vdthout  compensation,  but 
shall  be  allowed  any  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties  under  this  Act.  The  Governor  shall  designate 
the  Chairman  of  the  Commission  and  the  Commission  shall  select  a 
Vice-Chairman  and  other  officers.  The  members  of  the  Commission 
shall  include  representation  from  the  iiaryland  General  Assembly, 
the  State  Planning  Commission,  industry,  labor,  finance  and  the 
general  public.  It  shall  be  selected  so  as  to  represent  all 
sections  of  the  State  and  without  regard  to  political  affiliation, 
race  or  creed.  The  Commission  is  authorized  and  empowered  to 
employ  such  persons  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  performance  of  its 
duties  and  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers,  engineering,  clerical 
or  otherwise,  and  pay  the  compensation  and  incur  any  necessary 
expenses  therefor,  within  the  limits  of  the  funds  provided  for 
the  said  Commission. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Commission: 

(a)  To  formulate  at  the  earliest  practicable  time  a  program  of 
public  work  projects  to  be  commenced  on  the  cessation  of  the 
present  war  with  a  particular  view  to  the  employment  possibilities 
of  the  various  projects;  such  program  shall  be  consistent  with  the 
funds  heretofore  and  hereafter  made  available  by  the  State  or  by 
local  subdivisions  thereof; 

(b)  To  undertake  surveys  and  studies  concerning  the  planning 
and  design  of  grade  crossing  elij-flinations,  highways,  parkways, 
public  works,  public  housing,  buildings  and  structures  for  State 
Departments  and  Commissions,  airway  terminals,  bridges  and  other 
similar  projects,  so  that  the  status,  scope,  cost,  available  em- 
ployment possibilities,  materials  and  equipment  needed  for  the 
execution  of  such  projects  after  the  present  war  may  be  promptly 
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available  to  officials  and  to  the  public; 

(c)  To  prepare  and  maintain  current  progress  information  on 
the  planning  .ind  design  of  post-war  projects  of  State  agencies 
and  of  the  Counties^  Municipalities  and  Incorporated  Towns  of 
the  State,  and  to  encourage  and  aid  such  planning  and  design; 

(d)  To  maintain  liaison  with  Federal  officials  and  agencies 
concerned  with  post-war  planning,  so  that  State  and  Federal 
Governments  may  avoid  duplication  of  effort  and  efficiently 
coordinate  thoir  work; 

(e)  To  compile  inforraation  and  to  formulate  details  as  to 
the  methods  by  which  men  and  women  released  from  the  armed 
forces  can  be  best  placed  in  the  business  and  industrial  life 
of  the  State  in  the  readjustment  period  following  the  cassation 
of  the  present  war; 

(f)  To  malce  semi-annual  reports  of  the  worl:  done  by  it  and 
the  plans  formulated  by  it  to  the  Governor  and  to  the  Legisla- 
tive Council, 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Commission  may 
request  from  any  Department,  Board,  Bureau,  Commission  or  Agency 
of  the  State,  or  of  p.ny   political  sub-dA vision  thereof,  such 
professional  and  expert  advice,  assistance  and  data  as  will  enable 
it  to  properly  carry  out  its  activities  and  effectuate  its  pur- 
poses hereunder;  and  such  State  Departi^ent,  Board,  Bureau,  Com- 
mission or  agency  is  aiithorized  and  directed  to  cooperate  as  far  as 
may  be  practicable  v;ith  the  Commission  in  furtherpnce  of  its  pur- 
poses and  aim. 

Sec.  l^.     And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  plans  and  specifications 
requ.-sted  by  the  Co;:iiTdssion  may  be  prepared  by  any  State  agency  or 
department,  or  by  private  architectural  or  engineering  firms  se- 
lected by  the  Coraraiosion  v/ith  the  approval  of  thu  Board  of  Public 
iJorks . 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  vjao;;-  .-•  ipropri.  ted  for 
the  use  of  the  Commission  shall  be  payable  by  warrant  of  the 
Comptroller  on  vouchers  certified  or  approved  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Comrrassion,  pursuant  to  resolution  authorizing  such  payment, 
adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Commission,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  subject  to  the  approv- 
al of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  the  Commission  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  receive  from  the  United  States  Govermient,  or  any 
agency  thereof,  any  funds  allocated  to  it  for  the  purposes  of  post- 
war planning  and  to  use  the  same  under  conditions  applying  to  the 
use  of  other  funds  by  the  said  Commission. 
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Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Commission  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  to  make  definite  recommendations  to 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  expenditure,  use  end  allocation 
of  funds  provided  for  in  the  State  Budget,  or  otherwise,  for  post- 
war construction. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Commission  is  au- 
thorized to  expend,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  such  sums  as  rnay  be  appropriated  in  the  Budget,  or  as  may 
otherv\rise  be  made  available. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  an  emergency  lavir  and  necessary  for  the  immediate 
preservation  of  the  public  health  and  safety,  and  having  been 
passed  by  a  yea  and  nay  vote,  supported  by  three-fifths  of  all 
members  elected  to  tach  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, the  same  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.
